Desert 
12 turn 

AJO, Ariz. (AP) t- 
Twelvc Salvadorans feared 
lost in the blistering heat of 
the Arizona desert turned 
up in a Mexican border 
town Monday, surprising 
officials searching for 
more victims of a cruel 
smugglers’ trick. 

Thirteen bodies and 13 
survivors were found dur¬ 
ing the weekend in the 
scorched wasteland of 
Organ Pipe National Monu 
ment Park, where sand 
temperatures soared as 
high as 65 degrees Celsius. 


A senior border patrol 
agent said it was “very 
good news" that the unac¬ 
counted-for women and 
children never left the town 
of San Luis Sonora with 26 
others known to have been 
smuggled into the park 
about 32 kilometres south¬ 
east of Ajo. 

Although the search con 
tinued Monday, park su¬ 
perintendent Franklin 
Wallace said agents did not 
expect to find any more 
bodies or survivors. 


The most recently dis¬ 
covered bodies—nine 
women and two men found 
Sunday—indicated the ill- 
fated aliens expected the 
smugglers to escort them 
to civilization, Scott said. 

Some of the women were 
clad in high-heeled shoes, 
silk stockings and dresses 
and had painted toenails 
and fingernails, attire woe¬ 
fully unsuited for an 80- to 
100-kilometre hike across 
the desert. 

The 13 men and women 
who lived through the wa¬ 
terless ordeal told author¬ 
ities they survived by 
drinking aftershave lotion, 
liquid deodorant and their 
own urine. Some survivors 
said several among them 
threatened to kill one an¬ 
other over drops of urine. 

Patrol agent Jerry Scott 
said the smugglers, known 
as coyotes along the bor¬ 
der, brought the Salva¬ 
dorans to the Mexican side 
of the border by truck, 
walked them across a 
barbed-wire cattle fence to 
the U.S. side, then stole 
their money and valuables 
before Abandoning them. 


No-lie law ‘blow

WINNIPEG (CP) — Legislation announced Monday 
lhal would virtually make it illegal in Manitoba to lie 
during an election campaign is one of the worst blows 
democracy has ever been dealt, says an MLA. 

Sidney Green. (Ind—Inkster) said the provision in 
Manitoba's new Elections Act making the publishing 
of false statements to influence an election an offence 
was totalitarian, dangerous and unworkable, and would 
interfere with freedom of speech. 

“It's a noble thought,” Green said, ‘‘but it's naive in 
the extreme.” 


Chinook’s fate hangs 
on derby ban—Rogers 


Environment Minister 
Stephen Rogers has asked 
for a voluntary ban this 
year on fishing derbies in 
which Chinook salmon are 
the main targets. 

If he can’t win volunteer 
support, he has suggested 
that the federal govern¬ 
ment impose a ban on der¬ 
bies until the Chinook has 
recovered from over-fish- 
ing. 

Stocks of Chinooks have 
been depleted in recent 
years, and Rogers said 
Monday that fishing der¬ 
bies had to share the blame 
with commercial and other 
fis'hermen. 


“In these big derbies 
they are only going after 
one species ... the big 
Chinook salmon.” 

Alec Merriman, Colonist 
outdoors editor and man¬ 
ager of the paper's King 
Fisherman contest, disa¬ 
greed with the minister. 

"It was amazing to hear 
Rogers attacking sport 
fishing as a major source of 
concern in connection with 
dwindling Chinook stocks,” 
Merriman said Monday. 

“The biggest problem 
with salmon stocks today is 
the power of the seine boat 


fleet. If we are worried 
about salmon stocks, we 
must start by rearranging 
seine net fishing." 

Merriman said that be¬ 
tween 1972 and 1977 the 
number of licensed seiners 
increased from 393 to 514, 
“and that was during a 
period of licence limitation 
to reduce the size of the 
commercial fishing fleet." 

Merriman said Rogers 
“was really hitting at the 
big-money derbies and not 
fun events like the King 
Fisherman contest, but any 
criticism rubs off on all 
of us.” 


Thatcher cuts 
raise for MPs 


LONDON (Reuter) — 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has slashed pay 
increases recommended 
for members of Parlia¬ 
ment and senior govern¬ 
ment officials. 

To howls of protest in the 
House of Commons, she 
said Monday that MPs and 
officials had to set an ex¬ 
ample of restraint. 

She said MPs would get 
pay increases of 9.6 per 
cent—less than half the 
current 21.9-per-cent an¬ 
nual inflation rate—and se¬ 
nior officials 12.5 per cent. 


MPs were were to have 
received 14.6-per-cent in¬ 
creases. Senior civil ser¬ 
vants, judges, high-rank¬ 
ing officers in the armed 
forces and heads of slate 
industries were to get 19 
per cent. 

With the new increases, 
due in stages, MPs will get 
about $34,200 a year by next 
June. 

“Our calls to others to 
show restraint and act re¬ 
sponsibly will be judged by 
what we do ourselves,” 
Thatcher said. 


Children killed 
as Lebanese 
wage big war 


BEIRUT (CP) — At 
least 60 people were killed 
Monday and dozens more 
wounded as rival right- 
wing Lebanese factions 
fought a pitched battle in a 
mostly Christian area of 
East Beirut, rightist 
sources reported. 

The sources said many of 
those who died in the fight¬ 
ing, which involved tanks, 
rockets and heavy ma¬ 
chine-guns, were women 
and children. 

The bitter clashes erupt¬ 
ed in the morning and still 
were continuing hours 
after nightfall. 

Earlier in the day. it wan, 
reported that more than 20 


militiamen were killed. 

Meantime, Syrian pea¬ 
cekeeping troops ended 12 
hours of machine-gun and 
grenade clashes between 
two leftist groups in the 
seaside neighborhood of 
Ein Mreisse, site of the 
U.S. embassy in largely 
Moslem West Beirut. 

Police said five people 
were killed and 25 wounded 
in Ein Mreisse. 

In southern Lebanon, in¬ 
termittent artillery fire 
flared between Israeli- 
backed rightist Christians 
and Palestinian guerrillas. 
UN peacekeeping forces 
were reported trying to ar¬ 
range a truce. 


55 civilians slain 
in San Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR (AP) 
— Fifty-five civilians died 
during the weekend in El 
Salvador’s violence, It of 
them when unidentified 
gunmen opened fire in a 
crowded coffee shop in this 


capital, police reported 
Monday. 

A police spokesman 
claimed he has no details 
on the coffee-shop shooting 
late Saturday night and 
said judiciary authorities 
have opened a probe. 


Alberni mayor convicted 


PORT ALBERNI (CP) — Mayor 
Jim Robertson was found guilty and 
fined $250 Monday on three counts of 
failing to disclose debts under the 
Financial Disclosure Act. 

However, it is not an indictable 
offence, and so will not force the 
mayor to resign. 

the charges date back to Oct. 26, 
1979, when Robertson filed nomina¬ 
tion papers for his second term as 
mayor. After a lengthy investigation, 
he was charged March 10 with failing 
to include debts owing to Della De¬ 
velopments Ltd., Revelstoke Co. Ltd. 
and Nyrtnpdgers Jewelers Ltd. 


The three debts, amounting to 
about $5,500, have been through small 
claims court for settlement. Robert¬ 
son, owner of a now-bankrupt cloth¬ 
ing store, remains in default of pay¬ 
ment to Revelstoke and Norm 
Odgcrs. 

Provincial Court Judge D.W.S. 
Ward said his decision, to the best of 
his knowledge, was the first judg¬ 
ment under the Public Employees 
and Officials Disclosure Act, pro¬ 
claimed in 1974 and changed late 
last year to the Financial Disclosure 
Act. 


He rejected defence arguments 
that a section of the act allowing 
exemption for "current ordinary 
musehold and personal expenses" 
applied in Robertson’s case. 

The mayor owed Della for a re¬ 
creational lease lot on Sproat Lake 
near here, Revelstoke for house reno¬ 
vations and Norm Odgers for a pair of 
diamond earrings. 

The attorney-general’s ministry 
said it would not interpret the act, but 
said the act denied an individual 
the right to serve in public office only 
if convicted of an indictable offence. 


However, a witness who 
asked not to be identified

B.C. joining 
Maritimes 
in fish fight

B.C. will join the Mari¬ 
time provinces in a bid 
to persuade the federal 
government that it 
should relinquish con¬ 
trol of the multi-million 
dollar coastal fisheries. 

The opening shots in the 
campaign will be fired 
sometime during the pre¬ 
liminary talks on constitu¬ 
tional reform which are 
scheduled to open this 
morning in Montreal. 

B.C.’s decision to support 
the Maritimes will be 
termed "firm" but will also 
remain "unofficial” for the 
time being. 

At present the federal 
government controls the 
fisheries on both coasts, 
leaving only the actual dis¬ 
posal, processing and mar¬ 
keting of the catch to pro¬ 
vincial governments. 

It is estimated Ottawa 
pumps about $75 million a 
year into the West Coast 
fishery and recovers about 
the same amount. 

For several years the 
Maritime provinces have 
been arguing that the fish¬ 
ery should be classified as 
any other provincial natu¬ 
ral resources are classified 
and be strictly under pro¬ 
vincial control. They have 
argued without success and 
with little support from 
other provinces, including 
B.C. 

In the past, B.C. has 
taken a fairly soft line on 
federal control of the rich 
ocean resource, but that is 
expected to end within the 
next few days, to the de¬ 
light of the eastern prov-

Although the brand-new Canadian flag present¬ 
ed to the city July 1 hasn’t been flying at Beacon Hill 
Park for the past three days, it’s safe in the hands of 
the parks department. 

Reports that the flag, 4.6 metres by 2.3 metres, 
had been stolen Friday night were denied Monday 
by Victoria police, who caught four youths near the 
animal pens at the park about 10:30 p.m.

Further investigation indicated the rope came 
from the Beacon Hill flagpole. However, the flag 
had been taken down at sunset, and was not endan¬ 
gered by the vandalism. 

Police said charges were pending against at 
least two of the youths and the cost of replacing the 
rope had been estimated at $750. 


Constitution talks 
in Montreal today 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
The constitutional road¬ 
show arrives here today as 
representatives of the 10 
provinces meet federal 
Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien in the first of 
three weeks of intensive 
talks. 

At a gathering last 
month, the ministers failed 
to agree on an order of 
priorities, but indications 
are that they will deal first 
with family law and the 
structure of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

From there, the prov¬ 
inces will concentrate on 
resource ownership and in¬ 
terprovincial trade, while 
Chretien will try to push 
discussions toward the 
need for a strong federal 
role in the economy. 

The current round of 
talks began in the wake of 
Quebec’s May 20 so¬ 
vereignty-association 
referendum. During the 
referendum campaign, 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
pledged he would move 
quickly on constitutional 
change if there was a "no” 
vote. The “no” forces of 
Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan won the refer¬ 
endum by 60-40 margin. 

Ryan warned the federal 
government during the 
weekend to avoid "any atti¬ 
tude and any initiative" 
that might force provincial 
Liberals to ally themselves 
with the Parti Quebecois in 
constitutional talks. 

He particularly critic¬ 
ized the federal proposal 
for a new constitutional 
preamble referring to “the 
people of Canada,” while 
the Quebec government de¬ 


manded explicit recogni¬ 
tion that there were two 
peoples, not one. 

Trudeau summoned the 
10 premiers to a meeting 
June 9 at his Ottawa resi¬ 
dence and presented an 11- 
point program for change, 
proposing a full-scale con¬ 
stitutional conference for 
Sept. 8 to 12. 

At the insistence of the 
Atlantic premiers, juris¬ 
diction over fisheries was 
added to the list, bringing 
to 12 the number of priori¬ 
ties. 

During the summer, the 
justice and intergovern 
mental affairs ministers of 
the 11 governments were to 
meet to hammer out agree¬ 
ments on the chosen priori¬ 
ties in preparation for the 
September meeting.

Clark denies chat 
about more MPs 


WINNIPEG (CP)-Con¬ 
trary to what Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau says, Opposi¬ 
tion Leader joe Clark 
never talked to him about 
appointing non-elected 
MPs to the Commons fol¬ 
lowing the last election, a 
spokesman for Clark says. 

Trudeau told a national 
Liberal policy convention 
Saturday that he discussed 
the idea of adding non- 
elected MPs to the Com¬ 
mons with Clark and New 
Democratic Party Leader 
Ed Broadbent shortly after 
the Feb. 18 election. 

Clark opposed the idea 
and Broadbent "was in¬ 
terested," Trudeau told the 
convention. 

In a telephone interview 
from Ottawa, a spokesman 
for Clark said Broadbent 


had proposed the idea of 
proportional representa¬ 
tion in the Commons in a 
discussion with the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative 
leader. 

However, Clark did not 
want the system to be put in 
place so soon after the elec¬ 
tion because he “did not 
believe in changing the 
rules after the game was 
played,” the spokesman 
said. 

Trudeau said Saturday 
that he wanted the system 
in place for the opening of 
Parliament in March. He 
did not say how this system 
would have been imple¬ 
mented in the absence of 
legislation. 

But a spokesman said 
later that Trudeau would 
have introduced legislation 
shortly after the opening of 


Parliament, under which 
additional MPs could have 
been added to the Com¬ 
mons immediately. 

The MPs would be select¬ 
ed on the basis of the popu¬ 
lar vote of each party in 
each region. 

Such a system would 
have allowed the Liberals 
to appoint some MPs from 
the West, where they elect¬ 
ed only two, and the Con¬ 
servatives would have been 
able to appoint some MPs 
from Quebec, where they 
elected only one. The New 
Democratic Party would 
have received more MPs 
from the six most easterly 
provinces. 

The 282-seat Commons 
would have been expanded 
considerably had the sys¬ 
tem been put in place.

B.C. has con¬ 
fined its official criticism 
of Ottawa to amendments 
to the Fisheries Act which 
"have the potential for rep¬ 
resenting an unwarranted 
intrusion into provincial 
affairs and constitutional 
jurisdiction." 

Those amendments, 
while regarded as minor by 
Ottawa, in provincial eyes 
"repudiated any acknowl¬ 
edgement of British Co 
lumbia’s own environmen¬ 
tal and water resources 
management programs.” 

B.C. has also complained 
in the past that despite 
strong criticism of federal 
actions on the coast, “pro¬ 
vincial concerns were not 
taken into consideration" 
and that "the extent of fed¬ 
eral consultation with the 
provinces on the Fisheries 
Act amendments has not 
been sufficient.” 

But despite those con¬ 
cerns, until today B.C. only 
called for a "broader and

fuller consultative process 
in this important area.” 

During that time, the 
Maritimcs provinces won 
little support for their 
claim that the federal gov¬ 
ernment had no right to be 
in the coastal fisheries at 
all except when it came to 
international negotiations 
on fishing boundaries. 

While the East Coast ne¬ 
gotiators will undoubtedly 
be delighted with West 
Coast support in the push to 
bring the ocean fisheries 
under provincial control, 
they will also find there’s a 
price to pay. 

This Friday, Alberta and 
B.C. cabinets will meet in 
historic conference at Gov¬ 
ernment House in Victoria 
to thrash out strategy for 
coming battles with Ottawa 
on the control and develop¬ 
ment of their natural re¬ 
sources. 

Those natural resources 
basically involve oil, natu¬ 
ral gas and other forms of 
energy—resources the fed¬ 
eral government is threa¬ 
tening with special export 
taxes. 

In Montreal today, B.C. 
will add the ocean fishery 
to its resource list, pledge 
its support to the Mari- 
times and ask for Maritime 
support for its position 
(and Alberta's position) 
when it comes to the de¬ 
velopment and control of 
energy sources. 

In military terms, it 
could be described as a 
"pincer movement” with 
both sides of the country 
united in a squeeze on the 
middle. 


Premier Bennett said 
Monday that the bid to 
wrest control of the ocean 
fishery from the federal 
cabinet had never been dis¬ 
cussed in detail in the pro¬ 
vincial cabinet and would 
only add that “Mr. Gardom 
knows my personal views 
on the matter.” 

Sources close to the pre¬ 
mier say he has expressed 
those views in succinct 
terms on several occa¬ 
sions. but never publicly. 
He believes it is ridueulous 
that the federal govern¬ 
ment should control the 
fisheries on East and West 
Coasts up to the point of 
actual catch and then hand 
the disposal, processing 
and marketing of the catch 
over to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The same sources say the 
premier feels strongly that 
a fisheries administration 
controlled from the capital 
of the province in which the 
fishery is located could 
provide a better and more 
knowledgeable adminis¬ 
tration than Ottawa now 
provides, thousands of 
miles from the fishing 
grounds. 

However, there is at least 
one provincial cabinet min¬ 
ister who will need con¬ 
verting before the B.C. po 
sition becomes unanimous 
at the cabinet level. En¬ 
vironment Minister Ste¬ 
phen Rogers said Monday 
he thought it would be diffi¬ 
cult to remove the federal 
governmfcnt from the 
ocean fishery scene. 

He said the clout of Ot¬ 
tawa would always be re¬ 
quired at the international 
level where federal govern¬ 
ments negotiated new fish¬ 
ing treaties and established 
international fishing 
limits.

won't 

soften 

words 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau refused 
to back down Monday from 
tough remarks he directed 
at premiers at the Liberal 
policy convention In Winni¬ 
peg during the weekend. 

Criticized in the Com¬ 
mons by New Democratic 
Party leader Ed Broadbent 
for “confrontationist” poli¬ 
cies, the prime minister 
said he accepted the re¬ 
proach. 

But he added that he was 
using the same tactics as 
several premiers in the last 
months as they demanded 
more powers for the prov¬ 
inces. 

Broadbent noted that 
Trudeau had criticized the 
“garrison mentality” of 
some provinces. He said 
the government was con¬ 
fronting premiers at a time 
when most wished to co-op¬ 
erate in constitutional re¬ 
form. 

He said it was essential 
that Trudeau show a civi¬ 
lized and decent attitude 
toward the premiers, eight 
out of 10 of whom were 
strongly committed to con¬ 
stitutional reform. He said 
the prime minister should 
rise to the level of the eight 
instead of sinking to that of 
the two. 

Broadbent raised the 
matter the day before fed¬ 
eral and provincial minis¬ 
ters are to meet in Mon- 
treal to start a 
summer-long search for 
agreement on constitution¬ 
al reform. The prime min¬ 
ister and premiers meet 
here in September. 

Trudeau said premiers 
had been guilty of rhetoric. 

He told Broadbent that in 
talking of garrison mental¬ 
ity he meant such things as 
provinces enacting laws to 
stop people from outside 
their borders from getting 
certain jobs. 

Trudeau also reiterated 
his government’s deter¬ 
mination to act unilaterally 
if there was no agreement 
with provinces on inscrib¬ 
ing language and human 
rights provision; in the 
constitution. 

In Winnipeg, he accused 
premiers of trying to use 
human rights as a bargain¬ 
ing chip to get greater 
powers for the provinces. 


Liberals 
elect 
a winner 

WINNIPEG (CP) —Nor 
man MacLeod, 52, who has 
been given considerable 
credit for Liberal suc¬ 
cesses in Ontario in the last 
federal election, was elect¬ 
ed Sunday as president of 
the Liberal Party of Can¬ 
ada. 

MacLeod, president of 
the Ontario Liberal party, 
defeated fellow Toronto¬ 
nian Martin O’Connell, for¬ 
mer cabinet minister, by a 
mere two votes.

WINNIPEG — Western Liberals 
who came here anticipating leading a 
desert crossing to the Pacific from 
the party’s last oasis in the West, 
have returned home bitterly disap¬ 
pointed. 

The timing was perfect for the 
Liberal party's first-ever national 
convention outside Ottawa in 113 
years, but long before the last dele¬ 
gate had left town, the sizzling atmo¬ 
sphere of hope—that Winnipeg would 
be the birthplace for a resurgence of 
western Liberalism—had dissipated. 

The desperately needed rejuvena¬ 
tion of the party west of Ontario may 
yet come, but western party officials 
are not holding their breath. Some¬ 
where along the line, they copcede, 
the perfect timing fell flat. 

Instead of the new awakening, 
there was boredom. Instead of a 
genuine and outspoken concern for 
the needs of the West, the East, 
they felt, paid lip-service and pro¬ 
moted parochial self-interests. 

IT WAS A PERFECT occasion for 
the party to stand up and address the 
electorate and let its words rever- 
brate with meaning and authority 
over the political desert of western 
Canada. 


The call never came, not even in 
the opening night speech of Prime 
Minister Trudeau, who elected in¬ 
stead to attack the “garrison mental¬ 
ity” of the provinces, Britain, and the 
greediness of the oil-producing prov¬ 
inces. 

He spared virtually no-one. It was 
a verbal assault of considerable mag¬ 
nitude, delivered with a panache 
that only Trudeau at his best is cap¬ 
able of. But It won’t have won him 
many votes west of Winnipeg, where 
the party desperately needs a more 
powerful voice if the government is 
to avoid a constitutional crisis or if it 
Is to get support in its efforts to reach 
an equitable solution in the oil-pricing 
dispute with Alberta. 

The sensitivity of the energy issue 
was evident from the outset. 

“It’s the No. 1 issue, as far as I’m 
concerned,” said Peter Larsen, a 
35-year-old Toronto PR director, who 
was one of the advance men for the 
Trudeau election caravan on its 
swing through the West In Febru¬ 
ary, 

“EVERYONE IS concerned. It’s 
like the weather. Everyone talks 
about It and we’re bending over back¬ 
wards to accommodate the West. But 
I wonder if it’s enough." 

Ontario defused a potentially ex¬ 


plosive situation when it withdrew a 
policy resolution authorizing the fed 
eral government to intervene "should 
the actions of a particular province or 
provinces threaten supplies (of oil) at 
reasonable prices . . .” 

And Alberta withdrew one of its 
resolutions that Ontario would rather 
have seen left untouched. The resolu¬ 
tion proposed giving the federal gov¬ 
ernment 50 per cent of oil price in¬ 
creases above $2 a barrel. 

Alberta party leader Nick Taylor 
said it was withdrawn because the 
crusade for cheap energy should not 
become entangled with raising tax 
revenues. 

If nothing else, the two provinces 
showed they could live with each 
other. 

While the rank and file bickered on 
more mundane issues, Garry Wilson, 
past vice-president of the national 
Liberal party and a former Saskat¬ 
chewan parly president, was mus¬ 
ing on what might have been had the 
parties of the four western provinces 
held a full-scale policy conference 
prior to meeting here. 

“We haven’t capitalized on Winni¬ 
peg,” he said. 

“The West had an opportunity and 
it didn't take it. It's as simple as 
that."

Pope urges land reform in Brazil

RECIFE, Brazil — In one 
of the poorest parts of Bra¬ 
zil, Pope John Paul II spoke 
out Monday for land re¬ 
form and equal rights for 
the peasants. 

And with a prolonged, af¬ 
fectionate hug at the air¬ 
port arrival ceremony, he 
showed his respect for Dorn 
fielder Camara, the 71- 
year-old archbishop of 
Olinda and Recife, one of 
the pioneers of the human- 
rights and land-reform 
programs of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Brazil. 

The pope did not use the 
words “land reform," but 
said: 

"It is not legitimate,

however, because it is not 
according to God's plan, 
that the benefits of the gift 
of land be appropriated by 
a few with the large major¬ 
ity excluded.” 

In this state, which in¬ 
cludes sugar plantations 
dating back three cen¬ 
turies, four per cent of the 
farmers own half the land, 
according to the Brazilian 
Bishops Conference. 

The pope put his appeal 
for new respect for peasant 
rights in the context of "the 
arduous and dangerous 
path toward an indispens¬ 
able transformation of the 


structure of economic life, 
always in favor of man.’* 

This was taken as an¬ 
other endorsement of the 
reform-minded church in 
Brazil. 

The pope received a jubi¬ 
lant welcome as he drove 
into Recife with Dom 
Heldcr seated just behind 
him in the open vehicle. 
The archbishop had re¬ 
ceived death threats, 
warning him not to ride 
with the pope. 

The drive took them 
along one of the city’s most 
beautiful beaches with 
young women in string bi¬ 


kinis joining the thousand 
who cheered from the 
shade of coconut palms 
along the beach front. 

For the mass, an altar 
was erected on a freeway 
overpass with hundreds of 
thousands gathered on the 
flat lands below, and the 
skyscrapers of the new city 
as backdrop.

BONN (Reuter) — Presi¬ 
dent Valery Giseard d’Es- 
taing. on the first state visit 
by a French leader to West 
Germany in 18 years, Mon¬ 
day night reaffirmed 
France's commitment to 
the Atlantic alliance, but 
urged a stronger and more 
independent role for Eu¬ 
rope in world affairs. 

Speaking at a banquet on 
the first evening of his five- 
day visit to West Germany, 
the president said it is up to 
France and West Germany 
to put an end to European 
self-effacement. 

“This (western) alliance 
is necessary for our secur¬ 
ity and, by the balance 
which it ensures, it guaran¬ 
tees peace," Giseard said 
in reply to a toast by West 
German President Karl 
Carstens at Sehloss Fal- 
kenburg,near Bonn. 

"Our membership of this 
alliance in no way prohibits 
the emergence, or rather 
the re-emergence, of a Eu¬ 
ropean presence, acting in 
its own way and for its own 
ends, in the great debates 
which stir the world," the 
French leader said. 

In a key phrase which 
could jar Bonn's pro-U.S. 
sensibilities, Giseard said 
the world needs "a strong 
and independent Europe." 

Praising the close friend¬ 
ship which developed be¬ 
tween France and West 
Germany after their post¬ 
war reconciliation, the 
French president told his 
hosts: "Never have the ties

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How not to 
win the West 

If the national Liberal convention held in 
Winnipeg was designed to demonstrate to the 
nation the unity of the Liberal Party, it suc¬ 
ceeded. 

If its purpose was to prove to the outside 
world that Liberals were enamored of their 
leader, Pierre Trudeau, it succeeded. 

But if it was meant — as was so widely 
touted — to exhibit the Liberal Party’s deter¬ 
mination to bring Western Canadians back 
into its fold, then it failed. Miserably. 

The whole effort started out well enough. 
Employment Minister Lloyd Axworthy (the 
only elected Liberal west of Ontario holding 
cabinet rank) warned the delegates that they 
must be ready to accommodate Western Cana¬ 
dians so that they are no longer “second class 
citizens,” and retiring party president Senator 
Alasdair Graham stressed that the main chal¬ 
lenge facing the party was to rebuild and 
revitalize it in the West. 

But right there the Western flavor seemed 
to evaporate. “We must listen to the West,” 
Prime Minister Trudeau had said just before 
the family get-together got together. 

But once on his feet before the adoring 
crowd, he lashed out at the provincial pre¬ 
miers — the main sting reserved for the 
Western leaders — for their greed, their 
arrogance and their disloyalty to Canada. 
Having dealt with that he then bashed them 
again over the issue of the patriation of the 
British North America Act, threatening them 
that if they did not do what he wanted, Ottawa 
would go it alone. 

All of which got a rousing reception from 
the conventioneers, especially Senator Ray 
Perrault, British Columbia’s unelected mem¬ 
ber of the Liberal Party’s inner circle who just 
couldn’t resist directing his own two cents’ 
worth of invective at the two western prov¬ 
inces’ leaders. “Provincial potentates,” he 
sneered. 

Indications are that when dealing with the 
West the Liberals were and are a little con¬ 
fused over who sbould be listening to whom. ., 

Olympic facts 

In less than two weeks—on Saturday, July

it’s clear that, partial boycott notwithstand¬ 
ing, the Russians are all set to make it a 
spectacular affair. 

A half-inch-thick package of press infor¬ 
mation from the USSR's embassy in Ottawa 
tells us everything we ever wanted to know 
about the preparations and facilities for the 
Games but were determined not to ask. 

As good boycotting Canadians it makes us 
choke to admit that the stuff does provide 
fascinating reading. 

For example, there’s the description of the 
“truly grandiose” hotel in Izmailovo which 
can accommodate 10,000 people at a time and 
forms the biggest hotel complex in the world. 
Not to mention these titbits: 

• Moscow will need 10,500 interpreters 
speaking 45 languages. 

• The Olympic cultural and arts program 
includes 144 opera and ballet performances, 
450 plays, 1,500 concerts and 350 circus perfor¬ 
mances. 

There’s even some — probably uninten¬ 
tional — humor, e g. "Sport at the service of 
friendship, peace and progress is the theme of 
the International contest for the best photo, 
organized by the Soviet Journalists’ Union, the 
Central Committee of the Young Communist 
League, the 1980 Olympic Games Organizing 
Committee and the Sports Committee of the 
USSR.” 

Would the judges consider a photograph of 
the seven members of Afghanistan’s national 
basketball team, who recently defected to 
Pakistan in protest against the Soviet Union’s 
“reign of terror” in their homeland? 


French grapple over control of the grape 


PARIS — President Valery Gi- 
scard d'Estaing is being challenged 
to wreck his country’s most profit¬ 
able industry—booze. The challenge 
comes in a report depicting France as 
a nation sinking into a great alcoholic 
stupor. 

The three-year study, led by a 
cancer expert. Professor Jean Ber¬ 
nard, would be important simply as a 
catalogue of repercussions in the. 
most drunken country in the West, 
where 40,000 people are killed by 
drink each year. 

But it goes further, and recom 
mends a 10-year anti-alcohol pro¬ 
gram with enormous social and eco¬ 
nomic Implications. Dismantling the 
car industry would probably be ea¬ 
sier. 

Bernard has no illusions about the 
impact of his report, which he will 
soon personally present to the presi¬ 
dent. 

"Alcoholism is the public health 
domain where the most important 
single national interest is opposed 
by the greatest number of personal 
interests," he said, echoing the reser¬ 
vations expressed by the former 
health minister, Simone Veil, when 
’she led a campaign against smok¬ 
ing. 

"In attacking tobacco, 1 am choos¬ 
ing the easy way out,” she said.

“Alcoholism is more serious but it is 
useless to lead a campaign against it 
until we have completely reorganized 
our agriculture.” 

The result of the Intertwined inter¬ 
ests of French wine-growers, spirit 
and beer producers is what discard 
himself has called "the most impor¬ 
tant of social plagues." With an 
average consumption of 27 litres of 
alcohol a year, the French drink 25 
per cent more than West Germans 
and more than double the amount of 
British and Americans. 

More than 4.5 million French peo¬ 
ple—nearly one in 10 of the popula¬ 
tion—are permanently dependent on 
drink. Two million are officially re¬ 
gistered as chronic addicts. Nearly 50 
per cent of work accidents and more 
than 40 per cent of road accidents are 
directly attributable to drinking. 

Economy Minister Robert Papon 
estimates that alcoholism costs the 
nation more than $16 billion a year, 
much of it in industry, where the 
effect of strikes on production is 
derisory in comparison. In return the 
government receives less than $2.3 
billion in alcohol tax.

We have not left our past 
behind; we carry It with us, 
In layer upon layer of en¬ 
crustation, with only parts 
of the very top layer being 
recognizably ‘modern.’ 
Our mental furniture is a 
jumbled mixture contaln-

Ing traces of almost every¬ 
thing that has ever hap¬ 
pened to us. 

The urban Western citi¬ 
zen of the late 20th century, 
for example, behaves to¬ 
wards his neighbors (and 
his country towards 
others) in ways which arc 
mainly modifications of 
the patterns developed by 
his human and pre-human 
ancestors in several mil¬ 
lion years of living in small 
semi-nomadic tribal 
groups. 

The ideas in his head in¬ 
clude religious formula¬ 
tions from the first millen- 
ium BC, political 
definitions invented in the 
18th century, and a fashion¬ 
able fascination with as¬ 
trology whose recent roots 
are In the early Middle 
Ages. Yet ‘modern’ man 
everywhere believes that 
his technology and his sci¬ 
ence, If nothing else, set 
him apart from all the gen¬ 
erations before. 

Never mind the technol¬ 
ogy. It is just machines, 
and we have always been 
good at that. It took no 
more brains to invent the 
automatic transmission 
than it did to Invent the 
stlrru|>—all It needed was 
that other inventions had 
happened in the mean¬ 
time. 

Science is more serious. 
It Is not just tinkering, but 
an attempt to understand 
the universe. Since the 19th 
century, indeed, science 
has had such a high reputa-

tion that all sorts of people 
have borrowed the word to 
give a ring of ultimate 
truth and universal signifi¬ 
cance to highly subjective 
enterprises, as in ’scien¬ 
tific socialism’ or ‘social 
science.’ 

In general, only scien¬ 
tists realize how little they 
understand about the uni¬ 
verse, and how very little 
of that they can be certain 
about. Three centuries of 
scientific research have 
only begun to define the 
fringes of the big questions, 
and even then conclusions 
are subject to almost an¬ 
nual revision. 

There is no agreement, 
for example, on how the 
universe began, or how it 
will end (if it will), or even 
what it is doing at the mo¬ 
ment. Nobody can explain 
the everyday fact that time 
, moves in only one direc¬ 
tion: forward. 

Even the orthodox scien¬ 
tific view that life emerged 
on earth in a 'primordial 
soup’ of organic chemicals 
has come under challenge 
recently. 

But now evidence sug¬ 
gests that the organic 
chemicals were originally 
formed in dust clouds in 
interstellar space, and that 
Earth was ‘seeded’ with 
life by meteorites. 

The point, if it needs 
making, is that our science 
is still in its infancy, and 
our technology, clever 
though It is, is only tool- 
making that dates rapidly. 

We are not even uniquely 
wicked. Hitler’s extermi¬ 
nation camps were no more 
thorough than Genghiz 
Khan’s hordes or the 
Romans in Carthage, just 
' more selective and more 
bureaucratic. 

We now have the ability 
to wipe out most of the race 
in a remarkably short time. 
We hardly Invented war in 
this century, however, and 
the weapons we have now 
were implicit in the first 
steps we took down the 
technological road ten mil- 
lenia ago. All the genera¬ 
tions of our descendants 
will also have to live with 
them, or probably with 
worse weapons, so it is 
hardly a special distinc¬ 
tion. 


But, with a tenth of the population 
directly or indirectly dependent on 
alcohol sales for a living, the most 
powerful industrial lobby in France 
has already developed a massive 
campaign to wreck the Bernard re¬ 
port. 

Its immedite trump card is next 
year’s presidential election, making 
it unlikely there will be any early 
controls. Its long-term safeguard is a 
change in French drinking habits 
over the last two decades, which puts 
most of the French population on the 
alcohol lobby's side. 

Although the image of a drunken 
France is still typified by a tramp 
wfth a bottle of red wine, alcohol¬ 
ism has become a universal social 
menace, with a swing to hard drinks 
led by pastis and whisky. Fuelled by 
huge advertising budgets, one drink 
after another has moved up the social 
ladder or been turned from an oc¬ 
casional aperitif to a tipple to be 
consumed like beer. 

A cognac firm doubled its sales by 
putting its product into a frosted 
bottle, while dozens of former old 


maid digestifs and aperitifs have 
been remarketed as long drinks for 
the young and trendy. 

Although wine sales have fallen in 
value by 40 per cent, wine still ac¬ 
counts for 70 per cent of French 
spending on alcohol. Once despised 
popular wines have become chic 
through clever advertising, and wine 
snobbery has made middle-class de¬ 
pendency respectable. 

Beer sales have jumped 60 per 
cent since the war, and the alcohol 
content is higher than it used to be. 

But the greatest success story has 
been pastis, which in a matter of a 
decade has changed from a disrepu¬ 
table southern French short drink 
into a national way of life. Sales 
have increased four times and the 
name of an obscure Marseilles com¬ 
pany is now a symbol of every sport 
from sailing to motor-racing and 
even baby shows. 

Pastis is banned from advertising, 
but got round this by publicizing a 
non-alcoholic anisette, a drink that is 
difficult to buy but bears the name of 
leading pastis. 

Whisky is also banned from ad¬ 
vertising, but escapes by describing 
itself as “Scottish liqueur.” Its sales 
are up by 130 per cent and it has 
become the dominant middle-class 
party drink. 


Official history of Hansard 
recalls days of fire, tumult 


OTTAWA — They were 
debating fish when there 
occurred such an interrup¬ 
tion of Parliament that the 
Hansard reporter broke 
tradition and devoted 18 
lines to describing the 
event—the burning of Par¬ 
liament. 

Usually Hansard report¬ 
ers log only the spoken 
word—interruptions are 
covered in a curt line or 
two. 

In May, 1966, for in¬ 
stance, when a deranged 
person tried to blow up. the 
place—but instead killed 
himself while preparing 
the explosive device in a 
washroom, the inscrutable 
Hansard reporter noted 
simply: 

“(At this point a loud 
explosion was heard in the 
chamber.)’’ 

But on the night of Feb. 3, 
1916, when the chief door¬ 
keeper of the House burst 
in warning of fire "the sil¬ 
ting was immediately sus¬ 
pended without formal¬ 
ity," Hansard reports, 
adding details of its source 
and that the buildings were 
destroyed save for the par¬ 
liamentary library. 

The incidents illustrate 
the long, hard and some¬ 
times romantic battle for 
the right to record the 
words of Parliament, and 
leave the interpretation 
and coverage of related 
events toothers. 

In this year marking the 
100th anniversary of Han¬ 
sard in Canada, Irishman 
John Ward has written The 
Hansard Chronicles, pub 
lished by Deneau and 
Greenberg of Ottawa, a 
handsomely-bound volume 
tracing the colorful his¬ 
tory. 

Ward, associate editor of 
debates in Canada's House 
of Commons, is one of a 
group of reporters recruit¬ 
ed in Ireland and Britain in 
the 1960s when there was a 
dearth of Canadians will¬ 
ing or able to shoulder the 
onerous burden. 

A former newspaperman 
and later a shorthand re¬ 
porter in the Irish Dail, or 
parliament, he is a bit em¬ 
barrassed that the Irish 
play such an important role 
in his book. 

"I had no idea, until I 
started serious research, 
that the Irish were so pre¬ 
eminent," he says. A lead¬ 
ing character is Francis 
Collins of County Down, 
imprisoned and maligned, 
who died in Toronto of chol¬ 
era in 1834, his grave now 
obscured by progress. 

Another important fig¬ 
ure was Englishman Wil¬ 
liam Cobbett, ploughboy 
and patriot, self-taught, 
who became the conscience 
of a nation and who laid the 
groundwork for Hansard. 

In fact, says Ward, Han¬ 
sard was simply the family 
name of the printer; the 
daily report of parliamen¬ 
tary proceedings should be 
called Cobbett rather than 
Hansard. 

Many of those associated 
with the struggle for Han¬ 
sard in Canada suffered 
grievously, as did their 
wives and families. It was 
really a battle for free 
speech. They were prose¬ 
cuted, fined and impri-

soned—some even ban¬ 
ished from Canada. 
Newspaper offices were 
looted, type and print des¬ 
troyed. 

The book is a ponderous 
history lightened by 
Ward's touches of humor, 
but some readers will find 
his thorough research a bit 
heavy, weighing down the 
text with lengthy footnotes 
and excerpts from source 
material. 

A little-known fact is that 
while much in Canada was 
copied from the Mother of 
Parliaments, the Canadian 
Hansard from the start was 
superior to the British ver¬ 
sion. In Britain at the time 
the Hansard report was 
copied from newspaper ac¬ 
counts, while in Canada re¬ 


porters sat at desks right in 
the House. 

Ward, who also has re¬ 
ported the United Nations 
in New York and other in¬ 
ternational events, says 
question time in the Cana¬ 
dian House is "the purest 
form of parliamentary 
drama—it has no rival for 
spontaneity and excite¬ 
ment.” 

But it’s hard work. Not 
only must the reporter be 
fast—at least 220 words a 
minute—but he must at 
times handle the hubbub of 
up to five speakers in¬ 
volved in unruly crossfire. 
He also must acquire an 
“ear” for the House, learn¬ 
ing to identify voices. 

“Few who try it can suc¬ 
cessfully cope on a daily, 
weekly and monthly 
basis,” says Ward.

A superpower 
on the decline

WASHINGTON — The 
United States observed its 
national holiday this year 
in a curious 
mood, f 
Most ‘ 

Americans 
sense slip¬ 
page in the 
pre-em i - 
ncncc this 
country en- 
joyed 
through the 
post-war 
period. But 
there is a shallowness of 
consensus, a fragmenta¬ 
tion of opinion respecting 
what to do about not being 
first. 

The evidence of slippage 
lies everywhere. In 1972, 
the U.S. lost its lead as the 
country with the highest 
standard of living in the 
world. Its growth rate is 
down 25 per cent in the past 
decade. It is no better than 
average among industrial 
countries when it comes to 
inflation. Investment—the 
best gauge of the future—is 
way below what it is in 
Germany and Japan. 

To stlffer competition 
from other industrialized 
countries, there is joined 
the difficulty of having to 
deal increasingly with an 
increasingly intractable 
Third World. The U.S. de¬ 
pends for oil on the likes of 
Saudi Arabia, Libya and 
Nigeria. 

In thfe security field, the 
Russians not only maintain 
a larger army and bigger 
defence budget. They are 
not only tipping the balance 
of nuclear forces in their 
favor. They are also show¬ 
ing a capacity to use force 
where it counts. 

Where it counts these 
days is the Persian Gulf. 
The U.S. did nothing to stop 
the move of the chief re¬ 
gional power, Iran, from 
allied to hostile status. It 
failed to deter the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan, 
and is now dickering about 


terms for accepting Mos¬ 
cow’s puppet regime. 

My own sense is that this 
time challenge will not nec- 
essarily stimulate re¬ 
sponse. The new element, 
the factor that breaks Un¬ 
familiar cycle, is public 
opinion. Insofar as there is 
a consensus at all. it devel¬ 
ops around primitive con¬ 
cepts almost irrelevant to 
the national troubles. 
Moreover, majorities tend 
to sit uncertainly among a 
multitude of different min¬ 
orities. 

The majority seems to 
believe the U.S. should 
spend more on defence. But 
higher defence appropria¬ 
tions have passed the Con¬ 
gress as percentage rises in 
the total budget. And there 
is disagreement on specific 
weapon systems. 

A considerable public 
doubts the need for any 
increase in defence spend¬ 
ing. Opposition to effective 
measures for reducing de¬ 
pendence on imported oil 
constitutes a majority bv 
itself. T 

Developing significant 
consensus in these condi¬ 
tions seems to me almost 
impossible. The emer¬ 
gence of President Carter 
and Governor Reagan as 
the nearly certain nomi¬ 
nees of their parties ex¬ 
presses not a failure of the 
system, but a true transla¬ 
tion of how much the ma¬ 
jority prefers nice men to 
effective measures. With 
either one in the White 
House, the next few years 
shape up as a time of tran¬ 
sition to something better. 

Maybe bolder leadership 
could make a 'difference. 
But probably there is re¬ 
quired something that cuts 
much deeper, something 
that affects the totality of 
opinion—a jolt that breaks 
the spirit of division and 
irresolution which is al¬ 
ways the hallmark of a 
great power on the edge of 
decline.

MacDonald takes up battle- 
for Indians’ human rights

OTTAWA — For a few brief moments, she was 
no longer the country's former external affairs 
minister, no longer the defeated darling of the 
Conservative leadership race. She was a woman 
angry about another woman's suffering. 

And Flora Isabel MacDonald can be magnifi¬ 
cent in righteous anger. 

Rising from her seat imperiously in the House of 
Commons Monday, she took Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau's words, uttered just 60 hours earlier at the 
Liberal convention in Winnpeg, and threw them 
back at him. 

“Somewhere in the last few days I heard It 
stated that human rights are not negotiable,” she 
said, her face almost as colorless as the Ivory dress 
she wore. “I presume that was what the prime 
minister meant—that human rights are not negoti¬ 
able including the human rights of Indian women." 

Even Trudeau was taken aback. 

The cause of Miss MacDonald’s outburst was 
the plight of Sandra Lovelace, a Maliseet Indian 
from New Brunswick, who—like many women of 
her race—was forced to give up her legal privileges 
as an Indian a few years ago, when she married a 
white man. (An Indian man can marry anyone he 
pleases and retain his inherited rights as a status 
Indian under Canadian law). 

What makes this case special is that Lovelace, 
unlike her meeker Indian sisters, is a fighter. She 
has accused Canada of a human rights violation be¬ 
fore the United Nations. 

“This is the first time that Canada’s record of 
human rights has ever had to questioned by the 
United Nations," MacDonald reminded Trudeau. 

The prime minister said his government plans 
to change Canada's paternalistic Indian laws, but is 
still discussing the matter with them. 

“I would say perhaps one or two more years 
should be the limit,” he mused. 

For seven years the Liberals have been promis¬ 
ing to do something about the 30-year-old Indian 
Act. 

/ 

For much longer than that—so many years, in 
fact, that she’s lost count—54-year-old Flora Mac¬ 
Donald has been fighting for Indian women. The 
battle began long before she became a cabinet 


minister, long before her name was a household 
•word, long before such crusades made headlines. 

Everyone agrees that section 12 (1) of the act, 
which strips a woman of her Indian status when she 
marries outside her race is outdated and inhumane. 
But the government and the Indians have neyer 
been able to agree on suitable legislation to replace 
the outdated law. 

“The subtlety Is that we do not want to impose a 
solution on the Indian people," Trudeau explained. 
“I am satified that our minister is trying to do it 
with their consent, rather than ride roughshod over 
some of their traditions. 

He acknowledged, however, that negotiations to 
change the Indian Act had dragged on far longer 
than he had anticipated and said the government is 
prepared to change the law unilaterally, if neces¬ 
sary—eventually. 

“How long is he prepared to make Indian 
women wait?” Miss MacDonald asked. 

Outside the House, after the encounter with Tru¬ 
deau, she was still fuming. 

"It just infuriates me," she said. "I don’t under¬ 
stand how he can have such a double standard with 
regard to human rights.” 

The former Conservative government, in which 
she was a key player, had pledged to change the In¬ 
dian Act before the end of this year. All Trudeau 
would have to do to end discussion of the Lovelace 
case before the U.N. Human Rights Committee 
would be to make a similar commitment, she 
suggested. 

The Lovelace ease is to be considered sometime 
within the next two weeks. 

Should the United Nations condemn Canada, 
MacDonald warned, it would be a serious blot on 
the country’s human rights record and a contradic¬ 
tion of its self-proclaimed role as- a promoter 
of equality for women. 

Asked if this might, at last, shame the govern¬ 
ment into action, she spat out her answer: “I would 
like to see some leadership shown, rather than 
having Canada kicked around the face of the 
globe." 

Trudeau has not heard the last of this. 

Flora MacDonald may have lost her bid for the 
party leadership, lost her job as a cabinet minister 
and lost much of her place in the national spotlight. 
But this is one battle she does not intend to lose.

A decade ago, if someone had suggested the 
National Baseball League (yes, that grand “Ameri¬ 
can” institution) would become one of the most 
effective ambassadors of bilingualism in Canada, 
he might have been committed. 

But, lo and behold, along came Les Expos a 
Montreal and usually, on every second or third 
Wednesday evening, the choice of watching the 
Expos in French (CBUFT—Channel 3) or the Blue 


When will light 
dawn for Hydro? 

Where have they gone—the camera-laden, brochure- 
scanning counterparts of ourselves on holiday? The 
annual summer migrations of some segments of the 
human race—why have they slowed down? Environmen¬ 
tal factors affecting their behavior? Petrochemical dis¬ 
orientation? Or is it that the romantic pull of the south¬ 
ern clime and balmy breezes is a more forceful tug than 
the pristine north countree? 

Whatever the cause, many tourists, like some re¬ 
membered swallow, have gone elsewhere. We remain. We 
play, we drink, we chat, we go out. Some go to work. Some 
look for work—at least until It seems pointless. Fewer 
tourists: another instance of fewer jobs. 

It must be that government functionaries, installed In 
their official world, forget how life is on the outside. In the 
withdrawn recesses of the executive conclave, where 
are the persons who respond to crises with vision 
or even common sense? 

One case in point Is the conduct of B.C. Hydro. It is 
well known by now that they have a power line to 
dear between Sooke and Jordan River. (They have 
other areas to clear as well, but they still use toxic her¬ 
bicides for those.) But creating Jobs is simply not 
the function of any important person at B.C. Hydro. 
Anyone worth his salt in such a corporation has one 
ultimate concern—the bottom line. I think, though 
we are finally beginning to realize that the economic 
bottom line can represent bitter gains indeed. When 
you establish goals devoid of human concern, you 
achieve those goals at the expense of human value- 
bartering away the very stuff of life for the al¬ 
mighty bottom line. 

B.C. Hydro and its cronies in the logging in¬ 
dustry and the department of highways persist in 
using herbicide. They say it’s cheaper. 

In preparing for the Hearing that Never Hap¬ 
pened (Sooke, B.C., 1980), I saw unfold various, defi¬ 
nite, labor-intensive alternatives to pesticide use. There 
must be someone in the employ of B.C. Hydro or the B.C. 
government itself who can figure out how to hire people to 
cut the brush. Is it really possible that no one can look Into 
giving students, unemployed people, recent grads a very 
worthwhile-job? 

So often the choice appears to be: jobs or the 
environment. This time, it’s so simple—we can give 
jobs and keep our land and waters clear of poisons. 
Come on Hydro! When will the light dawn for you?

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After 250 movies, Dore Schary dies in sleep at 74

NEW YORK — Dore 
Schary, who produced or 
supervised the production 
of more than 250 movies, 
including An American in 
Paris. The Blackboard 
Jungle and Seven Brides 
for Seven Brothers, died In 
his sleep early Monday at 
his Manhattan home. He 
was 74. 

Schary had written more 
than to screenplays during 
his Hollywood career. 
After his contract as pro¬ 
duction chief of Mctro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer expired in 
1958, he returned to Broad 
way, where he had been a 
bit actor and unsuccessful 
playwright more than two 
decades earlier, and wrote 
Sunrise at Campobello. The 
drama about Franklin De¬ 
lano Roosevelt after he was 
stricken with poliomyelitis 
was one of the hits of the 
1957-58 season. 

His autobiography. Hey¬ 
day. was published last 
January. He had also writ¬ 
ten Case History of a 
Movie, and For Special Oc¬ 
casions, about his family's

He was the director, pro¬ 
ducer or co-producer on 
Broadway of The Unsink- 
able Molly Brown, The 
Devil’s Advocate. One by 
One and The Zulu and the 
Zayda, and wrote and pro¬ 
duced a documentary, Is¬ 
rael: The Right to Be. 

After his years at MOM, 
however, Schary devoted 
more and more time to vol¬ 
untary community and 


human rights work. He was 
New York’s first Commis¬ 
sioner of Cultural Affairs 
in 1970. He was also a lead¬ 
er of the Anti-Defamation 
League, of which he was 
honorary national chair¬ 
man at his death. This 
year, the league, a divison 
of B’nai B’rith, gave 
Schary its Haym Salomon 
Award for his "inspired 
contributions to artistic ex¬ 
pression.” 

Within a year after he 
had become production 
head of Metro in 1918, he 
had bought six stories deal¬ 
ing with racial minorities. 
His films—comedies, 
dramas, westerns and mu 


sicals—were distinguished 
for their story value and 
technique. 

Schary was born in New¬ 
ark, N.J., on Aug. 31, 1905. 
He abbreviated his given 
name, Isidore, when he en¬ 
tered show business. His 
father ran a catering es¬ 
tablishment. 


He left high school after a 
year and worked as a 
haberdashery salesman 
and buyer of china. He re¬ 
turned and completed the 
remaining three years in 
one. 

He became a reporter 
and feature writer, ran 
publicity for a lecture tour

Sports fishermen not hit by closures 


VANCOUVER 
(CP)—Fishery closures 
which could mean a disas- 
Irous year for B.C.'s com¬ 
mercial fishermen have so 
far had little effect on 
sports fishermen, say ma¬ 
rina operators. 

In most Lower Mainland 
areas closures do not apply 


to sports fishermen, said 
Dan Sewell, of Sewell’s Ma¬ 
rina in Horseshoe Bay. 

And although the federal 
fisheries department is 
worried about this year’s 
poor salmon run, “as far as 
we’re concerned the run’s 
not poor," Sewell said. 

“There’s a good run of 


coho, and the Capilano 
River hatchery is looking 
for a good return,” he said. 
“Regular fishermen are 
still catching fish.” 

The sports fishing clo¬ 
sure applies only to spring 
salmon and covers a cone- 
shaped area off the Fraser 
River delta toward Bound¬ 


ary Bay and Tsawwassen. 

“The closure isn’t having 
an effect on our business, 
but the weather is,” said 
Sewell. “The July 1 week¬ 
end was a record for us 
because of the good weath¬ 
er, but June was one of the 
poorest months we’ve ever 
had.”

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Police board cops a new hot potato Clean up

ESQUIMALT COUNCIL CHANGES MIND ON FORCE 


Esquimau council Monday night throw 
its police board a hot potato by rescinding 
an earlier council motion to split the 
municipality's dual police and fire force. 

The motion along with a second one 
informing the board of the availability of 
money to upgrade a dual force Is the la¬ 
test volley between council and the board. 
The board, made up of two municipal 
appointees including Mayor Ken Mill and 
three provincial appointees, has opposed 
attempts to continue with a dual force of 
any kind. 


At one point in recent weeks council, 
in what later proved a meaningless mo¬ 
tion, demanded the resignation of the 
board, the majority of whose members 
have rejected attempts to update the 
existing dual force, claiming that the 
board's responsibilities do not include 
fire protection services. 

Council originally explored the con¬ 
tracting of firefighting services with Vic¬ 
toria after its police union expressed 
concern over the existing dual force. The 
union changed its mind once it was ob¬ 
vious any contracting of firefighting ser¬ 


vices with Victoria would mean a loss of 
Jobs. 

Both council and the union then agreed 
to a lb-point proposal for the upgrading of 
the dual force which would include the 
addition of 12 members, which was subse¬ 
quently rejected by the police board. 

"To my mind, it doesn't make sense 
that three people could kill that op 
portunlty," Aid. Barry Gilbert reminded 
council Monday. 

Now in limbo after Monday’s mo¬ 
tion is a recent one calling for the re¬ 


opening of negotiations with the city. 
Mayor Hill questioned how long the city 
would remain patient during on-again- 
off-again negotiations. 

Both motions Monday came from Aid. 
Darwin Robinson who said his rescinding 
motion would force the board to come up 
with ways to improve the situation. 

Just when the board will sit down 
and consider council’s motion was not 
known following Monday's meeting. Hill 
said he would try for a meeting ahead of 
the regular monthly one scheduled for 
July 31. 



Enforce law , police ordered 


Police in Saanich and Victoria resorted to un¬ 
usual job action at the weekend in their continu¬ 
ing dispute with the Greater Victoria Tabor Re¬ 
lations Association.

Jack Groves (secretary), 
Dave MacIntyre, secretary 
of the labor federation, and 
Sylvia Porter, a mainstay 
in the labor council and 
chairperson of a 5,000- 
member Victoria local of 
the B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union. 

The pep talk also includ 
ed Aileen Manion of Ot¬ 
tawa, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent of the 185,000-member 
PSAC, and Alice West, na¬ 
tional director for the-union 
in B.C., the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. 

THOSE involved in the 
dispute are members of the 
PSAC’s clerical and regu¬ 
latory component, largest 
in the union. They have 
been trying to negotiate a 
contract for about seven 
months and are due to 
move within a week or so 
from the mediation to the 
conciliation stage. 

The one standing ovation 
of the night was reserved 
for fiery little Sylvia Por¬ 
ter who said the treasury 
board probably doubted a 
lot of "nice" women would 
strike, but that it might be 
in for a surprise. 

What the board was fac¬ 
ing was a group made up 
mostly of women who knew 
they weren’t just holding 
their jobs “until some 
Prince Charming comes 
along and whisks you to a 
rose-covered cottage out at 
Sooke. 

"Because you know that 
rose-covered cottage takes 
two incomes.” 

Porter likened her work 
for the B.C. government to 
that of the federal women 
she faced, but said the only 
real difference was the 
higher pay of the provincial 
employees. 

And while the federal 
union representatives sat 
on the platform listening, 
she said the reason for this 
was the "power, strength 
and solidarity of the British 
Columbia Government 
Employees’ Union." 

However, she said the 
time seemed to have ar¬ 
rived for the same mili¬ 
tancy from the federal 
clerical workers. 

A FEDERAL clerk said 
afterward that the average 


pay in her component is 
$13,000 a year, possibly $4,- 
000 less than that of the 
provincial clerks. 

Alice West reminded the 
younger clerical workers 
they didn’t earn enough to 
think of owning a home. 
She urged them to affiliate 
with the labor council and 
federation and said that 
only through their mili¬ 
tancy would they ever 
break out of their women’s 
"ghetto." 

IN ANSWER to a ques¬ 
tion, Manion said: "if you 
withdraw the services of 
the C.R. (clerical and regu¬ 
latory component) across 
Canada the government 
will grind to a halt—it 
couldn’t survive without 
the clerks." 

To another question, she 
said that if a strike did 
occur she would expect the 
government to act quickly 
to end it. 

To ignore a return-to- 
work order, she told a ques¬ 
tioner, would be the wrong 
thing to do. 

"They (government) 
could make mincemeat out 
of you if you didn't go 
back." 


Rec centre 
expansion 
goes to vote 

Sidney and North Saan¬ 
ich will hold referendums 
in November on a proposed 
$2,714,060 expansion of the 
Panorama Leisure Centre. 

Both councils voted Mon¬ 
day to ask the Capital Re¬ 
gion District to conduct (he 
referendums. 

In other business. Cen¬ 
tral Saanich, North Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney passed mo¬ 
tions Monday affirming 
their desire to keep ob¬ 
stetrics at the Saanich Pen¬ 
insula Hospital. 

Councils criticized the 
Capital Region District's 
hospital planning commis¬ 
sion, a non-elected body, 
for not accepting a regional 
hospital board recommen¬ 
dation to retain obstetrics. 


All the 200 or so people 
crowded into Oak Bay se¬ 
nior citizens' centre Mon¬ 
day night agreed on one 
thing—it's time to clean up 
the beaches. 

Victoria Aid. Robert 
Wright, chairman of the 
Capital Region Board’s 
south coast sewer commit¬ 
tee, probably summed it up 
toward the end of a 2!4- 
hour meeting when he said: 
"If I had $60 million and a 
button to press to solve this 
thing, I’d press it right 
now. 

"But I’m sure we’ll be 
back talking about it in 
1982,1983 and 1981.” 

Wright held out little 
hope that the fight by thy 
Victoria Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee on Sewerage would pre¬ 
vent a new outfall being 
constructed in Kitty Bay, 
just west of the existing one 
at McMieking Point. 

Wright pointed out that 
the region board had "con¬ 
sultants consulting consul¬ 
tants" on a long-term plan 
to clean up Greater Vic¬ 
toria's sewage problem, 
and he trusted their judg¬ 
ment that the new Kitty 
Bay outfall was a neces¬ 
sary component. 

Tenders on the 750-foot 
outfall, estimated to cost 
more than $2 million, close 
July 28, "and we’ll take 
another look at it then," he 
told those present. 

Kay Le Nouri, consultant 
to the region on sewers, 
said the outfall was de¬ 
signed not only as an in¬ 
terim solution to clean up 
the shoreline in the Shoal 
Bay area, but as a perma¬ 
nent outfall to replace the 
existing one at McMieking. 

He disagreed with Fay 
Pettapiece, a prime mover 
in the Ad Hoe Committee, 
over back eddies in Kitty 
Bay. 


Pettapiece said surface 
flows clearly indicated a 
back eddy from the point 
where the outfall would 
discharge ended right in 
Kitty Bay, but Le Nouri 
said dye tests and tests 
made with tickets, which 
floated to the surface, were 
started at the proposed dis¬ 
charge point 60 feet under¬ 
water. 

According to Le Nouri, 
prevailing winds and tides 
would take the discharged 
raw sewage cither north 
cast or southwest of the 
outfall point. 

He did not answer Petta- 
piece's arguments that the 
outfall would contravene 
Pollution Control Board ob 
jectives by discharging two 
to three million gallons a 
day into Enterprise Chan 
nel when the depth and flow 
would permit only 100.000 
to 500,000 gallons a day. 

Neither did he nor Wright 
comment on her argument 
that-the coliform count in 
Kitty Inlet would rise to 
2,500 to 5,000 per 100 milli 
litres when the maximum 
permitted is 1,000 per too 
millilitres. 

Pettapiece. of 607 Beach, 
illustrated her talk with 
slides showing pollution 
and a jar of human feces. 

She was by supported in 
her opposition to the outfall 
by Dr. Romeo Sanglap, 613 
Beach, who listed many 
diseases that could be con 
traded from raw sewage. 

A second interest 
group—those who don’t 
want a pumping station in 
south Oak Bay to move tin- 
sewage to Clover Point— 
was present but did not 
speak, except to protest 
when one speaker tried to 
conduct a straw vole on 
whether they supported the 
outfall. 


Wharf centre meeting

Election 
outlay 
curb lost 


A bylaw which would 
have limited election 
spending was defeated in a 
5-4 vote by Saanich council 
Monday. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier 
voted with aldermen Geof¬ 
frey Vantreight, Edward 
Lum, Mary Casilio and 
Sandy Noel to defeat the 
motion supported by alder¬ 
men Robert Cameron, 
Irene Block, John Mika and 
Howard Sturrock. 

The bylaw set a $5,000 
limit on campaign ex¬ 
penses by mayoral candi¬ 
dates and $2,500 by alder- 
manic candidates. 

Candidates would also 
have been required to list 
all contributions exceeding 
$ 100 . 

A bylaw adopted by 
council in April requires 
full disclosure of campaign 
contributions. 

Sturrock said he support¬ 
ed the bylaw, modelled 
after the federal election 
expenses document, be¬ 
cause "it's high time such 
legislation was incorporat¬ 
ed into the municipal 
field." 

Block said that “to sit as 
a representative of one’s 
peers shouldn't carry the 
requisite of being rich." 

However, Couvelier said 
he was opposed because 
disclosure was an impor¬ 
tant element to the public 
“and we have a disclosure 
bylaw,"

Victoria Mayor William Tindall will 
meet with Finance Minister Hugh Curtis 
this week to discuss the future of the 
proposed Wharf Street convention 
centre. 

In an interview Monday, Tindall said it 
had become a matter of increasing con¬ 
cern to him that the provincial govern¬ 
ment, or the minister, has had second 
thoughts on the project’s waterfront loca¬ 
tion. 

“It’s extremely important that the min¬ 
ister be made aware of the time element, 
if we are to go ahead with the convention 
centre, it’s critical that we begin con¬ 
struction in the next six weeks," Tindall 
said. 

He wants to reassure Curtis that, in his 
opinion, opposition to the location of 
the convention centre at the Wharf Street 
site had lessened. 

Hardly anyone, he said, was opposed to 
a convention centre as such and some 
former opponents of the Wharf Street 
location were now more concerned with 
getting the best-possible design, rather 
than scuttling the project. 

And the design, he added, would be 
important because the property was 
"very sensitive." Objections to the block¬ 
ing of views, he said, could be overcome. 

"It would be impossible to keep the 
whole area open, but there would be 
enough open space not to block the entire 
view of the water and the hills beyond, 
he said. 

The mayor added that despite Curtis' 
silence on the project, there was no indi¬ 
cation that he would pull the plug on it. 

Curtis is chairman of the Provincial 
Capital Commission which is in charge 
of the project. 

The minister has been reviewing plans 
for the convention centre for several 
weeks now and the only response to ques¬ 
tions has been that an announcement 
would be made soon. 

The provincial government is to con¬ 
tribute $8 million to the project. The 
city would build a parkade and finance 
half of the centre's operating deficit 
to a maximum of $200,000 a year in 1980 
dollars. 

The mayor’s position on the convention 
centre remains unchanged. * 

"Without prejudging the outcome of the 
next public hearing, I feel strongly that 
the proposed use is the best use for that 
property,” he said.

"Aside from turning it into a park, there 
has been no other reasonable proposal for 
the use of that land," he added. 

By building a convention centre, Vic¬ 
toria would extend its tourist season and 
by building it at the Inner Harbor, il 
would breathe new life into Old Town, the 
mayor said. 

Meanwhile, Aid. Robin Blencoe has 
written a letter to Curtis urging the minis 
ter to consult major hotel chains on the 
possibility of combining a convention 
centre operation with a hotel. 

“1 am informed that other centres have 
found significant advantages to combin 
ing their facilities with those of major 
hotels. This avoids costly duplication of 
capital facilities, especially kitchen 
equipment," Blencoe says in his letter. 

The Wharf Street site, he says, is too 
isolated from all existing major hotels. 

A public hearing on the rezoning which 
is to make public buildings, including 
convention centres, a legal use in the 
Inner Harbor, will be held later this 
month. 

It's the second public hearing in con 
nection with the convention centre re 
zoning. The bylaw approved after the first 
hearing was declared invalid recently by 
a B.C. Supreme Court judge because the 
city hadn't used proper notification pro¬ 
cedures. 

City council decided to appeal the ruling 
and, at the same time, start the rezoning 
process over again.

Carter is flying to Detroit today, on his way to Japan, 
to confer with auto industry executives. 

The officials said he would not decide until the 
end of the meeting exactly what measures he would 


announce to help the industry as it goes through a 
transition period to the mass producing of small, fuel 
efficient cars. 

The industry is in severe financial difficulties chief¬ 
ly because of competition from small Japanese cars, 
the rising price of gasoline and the effects of the re- 
scession. Almost 300,000 autoworkers have been laid 
off this year because of declining sales.

TOKYO — Japan contin¬ 
ued its reign as the world's 
top producer of automo¬ 
biles, outranking the Unit 
ed States for the second 
consecutive six-month 
period, according to the 
Japanese newspaper 
Asahi. 

General Motors is still 
the world’s top producer of 
automobiles, but Japan’s 
Toyota Motor Co., and the 
Nissan Motor Co. which 
markets Datsun, have 
edged Ford and Chrysler 
out of the second and third 
positions in world produc¬ 
tion, the newspaper said. 

Spokesmen for U.S. auto¬ 
makers were not immedi¬ 
ately available for com¬ 
ment. 

Japan’s automakers pro¬ 
duced 5.46 million vehicles 
during the last sii( months, 
according to Asahi. The 
United States maintained 
the second spot during the 
same period with an esti¬ 
mated 4.42 million vehi¬ 
cles, the newspaper quoted 
a report issued by the 
Toyota Co. as saying. 

In the previous six 
months, domestic produc¬ 
tion of passenger cars 
showed Japan ahead with 
3.47 million units, com¬ 
pared with a U.S. figure of 
3.42 million, Asahisaid. 

Toyota held on to its spot 
as the world’s second lar¬ 
gest automaker in (he 
period ending in June, a 
position it won from De¬ 
troit’s Ford Motor Co. last 
year, the report said. But 
Nissan took the third posi¬ 
tion away from Ford dur¬ 
ing the first half of this 
year, bumping Ford and 
Chrysler into fourth and 
fifth places. 

Nevertheless, Ford and 
Chrysler Corp. could be 
back in their traditional 
positions by the end of 1980 
if their entries in the fuel- 
efficiency market sell as 
well as some Japanese an¬ 
alysts expect, the report 
said. 

The Asahi report did not 
say what percentage of 
Japanese auto production 
is sold abroad, but last year 
Japan sold 2.1 million cars 
in the United States, a fig¬ 
ure expected to rise to 2.5 
million this year.

a new job. In that case, repayment 
is all that’s required. But, a 
penalty or prosecution may follow 
when the new system deteas 
people wrongly collecting benefits. 

If you are collecting unem¬ 
ployment insurance benefits, and 
start a new job, please say so on 
your UI claimant report card. 
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I have received scores of letters 
from Island gardeners since under¬ 
taking this column on a wide variety 
of gardening topics but one thing 
which has surprised me is that hou- 
seplants are the major problem area 
—at least, so it appears from the 
questions I get tossed at me. 

Certainly, I receive many ques¬ 
tions about outdoor plants but even 
now, at the peak of the outdoor sea¬ 
son, tales of woe concerning house- 
plants far outnumber other garden¬ 
ing subjects in my mailbag. Of 
course, one explanation is that so 
many readers are apartment 
dwellers who do not have outdoor 
gardens and therefore primarily con¬ 
cern themselves with plants they 
can grow indoors on a windowsill or 
parhaps on a balcony. And now, roof 
gardens are gaining in popularity. 

I think anyone who goes in for 
houseplants to any extent at all 
should invest in a good, all-round 
book on houseplants and just about 
every book shop has a broad selec¬ 
tion of them. Both Ortho and Sunset 
publish complete magazine-format 
type houseplant books with straight¬ 
forward directions. 

If you’re just beginning a collection 
of houseplants, it’s important to se¬ 
lect in the first place only healthy 
plants, insect-free, with obvious new 
and flourishing growth. Then keep 
any new addition to your present 
houseplant collection in isolation for 
a couple of weeks before you place 
it with your established plants, just 


in case some catching disorder man¬ 
ifests itself. 

Major aspects of houseplant care 
'to consider are watering, feeding and 
light exposure. If a houseplant is not 
receiving its proper care it usually 
gives some indication of its need. For 
example, if leaf edges turn brown or 
when new growth withers, the plant 
has likely been placed In too high a 
heat and lacks moisture and/or hu- 
midy. It's telling you it needs a cooler 
spot, regular watering and an in¬ 
crease in humidity.

The air in our centrally-heated 
homes during colder weather tends 
to be very dry so it pays to mist your 
humidity-loving plants daily and to 
set pots in containers holding wet 
pebbles. Grouping these plants to¬ 
gether also helps maintain the hu¬ 
midity conditions they require. 

Watering the roots and leaves with 
cold water will usually produce white 
or yellowish rings on the foliage, so 
it's best to use water at room tem¬ 
perature to moisten the soil. If some 
drops of water do get on the foliage, 
be sure the plants are not left in the 
sun. 




If a flowering indoor plant fails to 
produce any blossoms, chances are it 
needs more light, moisture and hu¬ 
midity and perhaps less fertilizer. 
Provide more light by moving it to a 
brighter window or closer to a flour- 
escent light. Take care to keep the 
soil evenly moist and increase hu¬ 
midity. Fertilize less and avoid plant 


food with a high nitrogen content 
during the plant's normal blooming 
period. 

Many indoor gardeners are thrilled 
when their plants set out nice fat 
flower buds but then to their disap¬ 
pointment the plant begins to drop 
the buds before they can open into 
bloom. Again, the problem often is 
too high a temperature, or drafts, or 
temperature changes. The plant 
likely needs a much higher humidity. 
Most plants in bud benefit from a 
misting twice daily. 

If the stems on a plant turn mushy 
and decay or the leaves wilt it usually 
means the plant is being drowned 
with water. Check first that the soil 
drains well. Begonias, gloxinias, 
geraniums and African violets espe¬ 
cially suffer from being planted in 
heavy, water-logged soil. 

Acid-loving plants like azaleas, cit¬ 
rus and camellias will indicate their 
need for greater acidity by sending 
out new foliage growth that is yellow. 
Foliage will return to a proper color 
with applications of one ounce iron 
sulphate dissolved in two gallons of 
water. Keep using the solution until 
the green is restored to the leaf 
color. 

If some lower leaves on a plant 
yellow and drop off, it could be the 
plant is just plain getting old. Or 
perhaps these leaves have matured 
and should be clipped off. For geran¬ 
iums, give more fresh air. 

Tomorrow, I'll deal with some com¬ 
mon houseplant pests. 



Someone asked me the 
other day how one writes a 
book and I replied that the 
task is quite beyond human 
abi lily , for the very thought 
of writing anything from 
60,000 to 100,000 words 
paralyzes the mind. 

One becomes panicked at 
the size of the thing and I 
have to confess that when I 
sign a contract for a book 
(being driven like you to 
the most desperate straits 
to earn a living) of so many 
thousand words in length, 

I know that I am cheating 
my publisher. 

I am promising to do 
something which is beyond 
by ability; I am obtaining 
by false pretenses, and the 
cowardly part of me (a con¬ 
siderable portion of the 
whole) debates running 
away—taking the money 
and disappearing into the 
Foreign Legion, or the 
slums of Alexandria, or 
fleeing to some remote Pa¬ 
cific island where no one 
would know me and I would 
be looked upon as a degen¬ 
erate and eccentric old 
man. tolerated as the result 
of pagan charity. 

There are worse fates, I 
assure you. 

The answer I gave to my 
questioner was quite cor¬ 
rect. No one can write a 
book. All you can do is write 
a certain number of pages 
per day and just keep going 
until you find that you have 
written S00 pages or so and 
in the process a book has 
come into being. 

It is like climbing a 


mountain. 

Nobody can climb Mt. 
Everest. Look at the size of 
a man and look at the sije 
of the mountain and you 
will see that the thought of 
climbing it is the pure prod¬ 
uct of lunacy. 

All that can be done is to 
keep taking step after step, 
upwards and upwards until 
suddenly, there is no more 
upwards and the next step 
is down. You lift up your 
eyes; around you are the 
heavens, and all of Earth 
lies below your feelj 

You have stepped your 
way up the mountain 
(climbed is quite the wrong 
verb) and, as a result of 
gradualism, reached the 
summit. 

There is another aspect 
to writing a book, however, 
other than the physical task 
of filling so many pages 
each day with words. It is a 
spiritual or psychic thing 
and I can only think of it in 
terms of burying yourself 
alive. 

You must lie down in 
your grave and somehow 
pull the loving earth over 
you so as to be cut off from 
all living creatures. 

Then, still alive, not only 
will you become someone 
else but, perhaps, a dozen 
or a score of other people 
and you will not live in the 
world above your grave but 
in other places and in other 
times. 

And this being the case, I 
do not know why writers 
should be afraid of dying, 
for they have died often in 


writing. Perhaps they are 
not and there is a little 
evidence to support that 
speculation. Among artists 
(all right I blush whenever 
I use the word), writers 
have the highest incidence 
of suicide. 

Once safely buried and 
transformed, the problem 
then is to prevent people 
form digging you up. They 
do not know that they are 
doing this, being quite un¬ 
aware that you are buried. 
After all, you don't look 
buried. 

You get up in the morning 
and drink coffee and stare 
out of the window and pick 
threads off the carpet and 
give every evidence of a 
brisk vitality. So they ask 
you where the telephone 
directory is or whether the 
.garbage has been pul out 
and what did you do with 
last year’s income lax re¬ 
turn. 

And these voices of those 
very close to you, or per¬ 
haps of strangers, are like 
shovels thrust into the 
earth above, threatening 
an unwelcome resurrec¬ 
tion. 

Once, decently buried in 
this manner, I found my¬ 
self present at the Battle of 
Agineourt. It had rained all 
night, that slow pitiless 
cold French rain, and we 
had been trying, quite ho¬ 
pelessly, to put some life- 
back into our bow staves by 
heating them gently over 
fires which would not stay 
lighted. 

Now, lined up with a pro¬ 


tection of stakes driven 
into the soggy ground (they 
were mostly elm, a bad 
wood for the purpose (pine 
is best), we awaited the 
charge of the French cav¬ 
alry. To each side there 
lay dripping woods with a 
corridor between them 
down which the French 
must come. 

Tile rain battered on the 
sodden ground and had 
formed a little lake be¬ 
tween them and us. 

The first battle of the 
French came down like a 
wall of death, their char¬ 
gers moving first at a walk, 
then changing to a trot and 
then to a full gallop, their 
lances a hedge of steel. 

They were at full till 
when they reached the lit 
lie lake and I could feel the 
earth tremble under the 
thunder of their charge. 
The water and mud 
splashed up from the 
horses’ hooves shoulder 
high so all we could sec 
were the plumed helmets of 
the French above a sheet of 
spray. 

Time now to stretch the 
bow and say a last prayer 
to God that He should take 
care of my wife, heavy w ith 
child in a Hampshire vil¬ 
lage . . . 

The telephone rang. 

"Is Mr. Wibberley 
there?” 

"He is away in France 
and will not be back for 
some time,” I replied and 
returned to Agineourt to 
withstand the charge of the 
French.

as strong as other teams at some posi¬ 
tions in both lines.” 

Since that statement last Novem¬ 
ber, Rapp has made only one signifi¬ 
cant change, inserting 30-year-old 
tackle Tom Humphrey into the offen¬ 
sive line. The rest of that line, known 
more for its holding penalties than 
devastating blocks, remains the 
same. 

Even more constant is the defen¬ 
sive line, where the cast of characters 
hasn’t changed at all. This is the 
Achilles heel of the team because, 
without a pass rush, the secondary is 
suspect at best. 

The Lions allowed an average of 
27 points a game during the exhibition 
season (with a 1-2-1 record) and 
didn’t look capable in any game of 
being able to consistently stop the 
opposition. 


Rapp's recruiting program pro¬ 
duced only one import rookie, reserve 
quarterback Roy Dewalt from 
Texas-Arlington. He sparked the 
team’s only exhibition win with 15 
late points against Calgary, but 
Dewalt will start the season behind 
youthful veteran Joe Paopao. 

Paopao, 25, inherits the key of¬ 
fensive position from Jerry Tagge, 
whose wonky knee failed to pass the 
club’s medical examination. The 
Lions were challengers in the West in 
1979 until Tagge and middle lin¬ 
ebacker Sam Britts suffered knee 
injuries. 

The Lions were 9-2-1 at one stage 
last season, but lost their last four 
league games and the WFC semifi¬ 
nal to Calgary. B.C. has speed to burn 
in the starting lineup, but there’s been 


a lingering suspicion for a couple of 
years that the team lacks the neces¬ 
sary mental toughness to challenge 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

Rapp has often been criticized 
for his emotional outbursts during 
games and Paopao, with less than a 
season under his belt as a starter, will 
need a steadying influence to cope 
with the pressure of playing a full 
year. 

Paopao has plenty of speed to 
work with on offence in flanker Tyron 
Gray, running backs Larry Key and 
John Henry White, plus tight end 
Harry Holt. Paopao will look often for 
Holt, who scares defensive backs 
with his size (220 pounds) and runs 
away from them with his speed. 

B.C.’s defence must have a better 
pass rush if the secondary is to sur¬ 


vive, especially with converted re¬ 
ceiver Leon Bright at the left corner. 

Bright was removed from the of¬ 
fence because he didn't run disci¬ 
plined pass routes and now finds 
himself involved in the complexities 
of various pass coverages. He is 
joined in the secondary by two other 
newcomers, safety Tony Proudfoot 
(from Montreal Alouettes) and half¬ 
back Larry Riley (released by Winni¬ 
peg Blue Bombers). 

Britts again anchors the line¬ 
backing with his vital experience, but 
the pass rush leaves much to be de¬ 
sired. Canadian tackle Rick Goltz 
was the team's best lineman in exhi¬ 
bition play, while heralded Mack 
Mitchell from the National Football 
League was quickly released after a 
poor performance in the club’s last 
game. 


The Lions open their schedule 
here tonight against Saskatchewan 
Roughriders, who couldn't beat any¬ 
one in exhibition play. John Hufnagel. 
the man the Lions really wanted at 
quarterback this season, will be at 
quarterback for the Roughies after 
selecting Regina over B.C. in his 
bargaining as a free agent. 

Rapp is the only coach In tne 
history of the Lions with a winning 
record (26-19-3 in the last three years) 
and he is squarely under the gun to 
produce yet another winner in the city 
of losers. It will be difficult without 
an influx of linemen, especially those 
who can rush the passer. 

In another opener tonight, Cal¬ 
gary visits Ottawa Rough Riders.

Hart wishes to attend Denny funeral 


BUCKINGHAM, Que. (CP) — 
Boxer Gaetan Hart would like logo 
to the funeral of Montreal fighter 
Cleveland Denny, 24, if Denny’s 
family says he is welcome. 

Andre Gagnon. Hart’s man¬ 
ager, said in an interview Monday, 
he has attempted to contact the 
Denny family to express his and 
Hart's sympathy but has, so far, 
been able to reach only a family 
adviser. 

"It’s very tragic," Nadon said 
of Denny's death early Monday in 
a Montreal hospital where he had 
been in a coma since being 
knocked out by Hart at Montreal's 
Olympic Stadium June 20. 

“We are very sorry about the 
whole situation," Nadon said of 
the bitterness the Denny family 
has expressed toward Hart. 


“I contacted the family ad¬ 
viser this (Monday) afternoon to 
see what we can do," Nadon said. 
"We (he and Hart) would like to at 
tend the funeral, if the family will 
make us welcome. 

’’We know they feel bitter 
about Denny's death and will go 
only if they say we are welcome. 
We don't want to cause any more 
bad feelings." 

He also said he had cancelled 
Hart’s training for an Aug. 7 fight 
against an opponent still to be 
named. 

“He’s just too upset about this 
whole (Denny) thing," Nadon 
said. “He isn’t concentrating in his 
training and 1 don’t want him to be 
the next one hurt." 


Denny became the sixth pro¬ 
fessional boxer to die in Canada 
from injuries suffered in the ring, 
and the first since 1972. 

Denny, 24-year-old former Ca¬ 
nadian lightweight champion, died 
at Maisonneuvc-Rosemont Hospi¬ 
tal, ending a sombre vigil by his 
family, including many relatives 
who arrived from New York State 
late last week. He is survived by 
his wife, Clarine, and five-month- 
old son, Cleveland Jr.

Marilyn finally bounced 
back. Now she presides 
over a staff of 12. turning 
out lines for each season.

LOS ANGELES — “There’s a certain 
kind of beauty that only money can 
buy," proclaims a new makeup advertise¬ 
ment that is no doubt meant to frighten 
the average female right out of her tight 
fiscal policy and into the nearest store. 
But even low-price drugstore-brand cos¬ 
metics are edging perilously close to the 
$5 mark, and the cost of a complete 
arsenal of beauty essentials nowadays is 
beginning to approach the cost of a 
week's vacation in New York. 

So what’s a woman to do? 

Actress and former Halston model Pat 
Ast says she economizes by removing 
powder eyeshadows and blushers from 
their compacts as soon as she buys 
them. She crumbles the products into fine 
powder and places them in tiny glass 
vials. “They take less space in my bag 
that way, and they're easier to apply 
with a brush,” says Ast. “Most important, 
I don't waste the part that usually breaks 
apart and messes up my purse." 

Fashion models, it turns out, are some 
of the most economical beauties around 
town. They do not spend fortunes on their 
faces. If they awaken with puffy eyes, 
they apply damp tea bags rather than 
costly products that are claimed to reduce 
puffincss. "It’s the tannic acid that does 
the job," model agent Nina Blanchard 
says. "That’s something most girls learn 
early in their careers.” 

Model Marcie Hunt says she's tried 
almost all brands of mascara, but 
“adores” the inexpensive Maybellinc 


brand so much that she often brings it as a 
gift to friends in Europe. Hunt says she 
purchases costly makeup at department 
stores, but when it comes to eye shadows. 
“I buy the least expensive ones I can find 
because I love to experiment with dif¬ 
ferent colors. In fact, the color is all that 
counts. Some shadows in discount stores 
are as cheap as 79 cents." 

Hair coloring is an agonizingly expen¬ 
sive item in many women's beauty re¬ 
gimes. But hair-colorist Vern Pingatore 
of the Carrie White salon has an economy 
measure for that, too. 

“Women could gel their hair colored 
four times a year ra'her than every four 
or five weeks simply by asking for a ‘color 
weave’ instead of a single, all over 
shade," Pingatore says. A color weave, he 
explains, is a more refined and subtle 
version of w hat used to be called frosting 
or streaking. It involves blending perma¬ 
nent color highlights into dull, lifeless 
blond or brunette or red hair. And it’s 
even effective for women starting to go 
gray, he adds. 

Bob Salvatore, makeup director of the 
Los Angeles-based Max Factor Co., has 
several money-saving tips: “Never throw 
anything away. If you buy a face cream 
that turns out to be wrong for your face 
(loo greasy, too scented), use it on your 
elbows, arms, feet and legs. 

“Never discard old makeup brushes 
that came with products you’ve used 
up. Such brushes are becoming extinct- 
much too expensive for manufacturers to 
provide with products. That's why the 
new applicators have plastic handles and 
synthetic sponge tips, which aren't half as 
good as brushes."

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Stress of unemployment: Hopes, families crushed 


WINDSOR, Ont. (CP) — This city’s exceptionally 
high unemployment rate has led to uncontrollable stress 
and increased use of tranquillizers, alcohol and other 
drugs among those unable to manage their financial 
problems, a municipal study set up by Mayor Bert Weeks 
shows, 

A mayor’s committee on services for the unemployed 
also found that municipal and county social services are 
straining under the greatest demands in 50 years. 

As unemployment hovers at 20 per cent, social 
agencies in Windsor like the Salvation Army, Family 
Service Bureau. Credit Counselling and Unemployment 
Help Centre have taken on increases in caseloads ranging 
from 25 to 377 per cent. 

On the human tragedy of unemployment, the com¬ 
mittee found that having to go on welfare when other 
benefits arc exhausted is having "a devastating affect on 
individuals and their families." 

The committee, which found that some families are 
cutting their food budget lo meet credit and mortgage 
obligations, has sent letters asking national credit and 
mortgage agencies to alter their policies to reflect the 
area's current problems. It asked creditors to waive

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The co-ordinator of the psy¬ 
chiatric assessment unit at 
Vancouver General Hospi¬ 
tal says almost 50 per cent 
of the patients seen by fam¬ 
ily physicians have sleep 
problems. 

But Dr. Tibor Bezeredi 
says medicine is not the 
only answer to insomnia. 

If a person can’t sleep 
because he is depressed, 
sleeping pills may help 
temporarily. But, said Be¬ 
zeredi, talking over prob¬ 
lems with a doctor and ask¬ 
ing for advice or support 
may be far more effective 
than any medication. 

"THE PROLONGED use 
of hypnotic therapy doesn’t 
work. It works about five 
days. Then their (the pa¬ 
tients’) anxiety overcomes 
it and insomnia comes 
back." 

Dr. Philip Janieak, a re¬ 
searcher at the State Psy¬ 
chiatric Institute in Chica¬ 
go, said there is no perfect 
sleeping pill. 

“Chemistry has one ad- 
vantage.”said Janieak. "It 
always works. But it has to 
be safe, not something you 
regret pushing at the coro¬ 
ner’s inquest." 

SLEEPING pills may 
leave a person feeling 
slightly hung over or 
drowsy, even during the 
short time they work, he 
said. 

"Turn down the environ¬ 
mental stimuli,” Janieak 
suggests. Many people 
don't realize nearby noise

A healthy look at women 


UNITED NATIONS 
(UPI)— A one-pound, 14 
ounce report—all about the 
state of women’s health 
in the United States—will 
be toted to the 1980 United 
Nations Decade for Women 
Conference in Copenhagen 
this week. 

From hazards of office 
work and the kitchen to 
troubles with cosmetics 
and booze. Woman and 
Health. U.S.A. — 19K0 
covers just about every¬ 
thing—including some 
things unseen, such as 
stress and mental health. 

It also documents the 
physical fitness rage, 
growing self-care move¬ 
ment, and new birthing 
styles catching on with 
more and more of the na¬ 
tion’s women. 

Of special concern, says 


the report prepared for the 
U.S. delegation by the na¬ 
tion's Office of Population 
Affairs, are health needs of 
lesbians, disabled women, 
older women, rural 
women, racial and ethnic 
minority women—all small 
groups, relatively speak¬ 
ing, and often overlooked. 

The health report and 
similar ones from more 
than 100 nations will help 
conferees develop a bal¬ 
ance sheet showing health 
gains and new or continu¬ 
ing needs at midpoint in the 
international “decade for 
women." 

Under the title "Lesbian 
Women," the special con¬ 
cerns section reports: 

& "There are . . . obsta¬ 
cles facing homosexual 
women seeking quality 
health care. 


"The assumption is often 
made by health care pro¬ 
viders that the client is 
heterosexual and that fe¬ 
male health needs neces¬ 
sarily include contracep¬ 
tion. Some lesbians, afraid 
of possible reactions to dis¬ 
closure of their homosex¬ 
uality, will avoid encoun¬ 
ters with the medical 
system for preventive care 
and necessary treatment. 

“Hospital guidelines and 
health insurancedo not rec¬ 
ognize homosexual part¬ 
ners as close family. In 
emergency situations part¬ 
ners do not have the power 
lo sign legal consent forms, 
nor do they have visitation 
rights in hospital intensive 
care units.” 

Problems as health care 
consumers also plague 


"older women" and are of 
special concern. 

Excerpts from a Nation¬ 
al Institute of Aging de¬ 
scription of the problem: 

"Older women cannot 
count on the medical pro¬ 
fession. Few doctors are 
interested in them. Their 
physical and emotional dis¬ 
comforts are often charac¬ 
terized as post menopausal 
syndromes—until they 
have lived too long for this 
to be an even faintly rea¬ 
sonable diagnosis. 

“After that, they are as¬ 
signed to the category of 
senility."

MONCTON, N.B. (CP) 
— More women are deter 
mined to make a reality of 
their dream of owning a 
business and being their 
own boss, says the counsel¬ 
ling assistance to small en¬ 
terprises office of the Fed 
eral Business Development 
Branch. 

But there's a snag to 
making that dream come 
true: Eighty per cent of all 
small businesses fail with¬ 
in the first year. 

The difference between a 
winning business and a los¬ 
ing one is “pre-planning 
and developing good or¬ 
ganizational and manage¬ 
ment skills," says the of 
fice’s Gerald Bird of 
Moncton. 

"Let’s face It, you can be 
the best salesman there is 
but making the sale is the 
easy part. You can’t just 
make sales, you have to 
make profits." 

Bird says the entrepre¬ 
neur wanting to start a 
business must learn the 
basics of buying, market 
ing and selling and setting 
up a good accounting sys¬ 
tem. 

More women are seeking 
help in setting up account 
ing systems. Once they 
master the system, Bird 
says women are more eon 
scientious in sticking to it 
than are men. 

He suggests that anyone 
wanting to start a business 
should start conservative!;, 
and have enough capital lo 
carry the operation for be 
tween six months and a 
year. 

He says 20 per cent of 
about 450 small business 
owners who seek advice 
from his counselling office 
are women. Most arc in¬ 
terested in starting tradi¬ 
tional businesses such as 
small boutiques, craft and 
bake shops, daycare 
centres and homes for the 
aged. 

Bird has a team of 45 
counsellors, all retired 
businessmen. 

"We are honesl with our 
clients,’" Bird says. "If it’s 
self evident that a business 
won’t work, we will tell the 
person so.

CHARLESTON, S.C. 
(CPI) — The discovery of a 
simple method utilizing 
nose drops to aid concep¬ 
tion in women who do not 
respond to commonly used 
fertility drugs was an¬ 
nounced here by Medical 
University of South Caro¬ 
lina researchers. 

Doctors presented six- 
month-old James Euland 
Jr. at a news conference 
and said he was believed to 
be the first baby born in the 
United States as a result of 
the experimental treat¬ 
ment. 

Doctors Shaila Phansey, 
Raghavan Nair and H. 
Oliver Williamson said the 
therapy was less likely to 
produce side effects, such 
as multiple births and ovar¬ 
ian cysts that are associat¬ 
ed with some fertility drugs 
currently in use. 

Side effects are less 
likely in theory because 
natural hormones rather 
than synthetic fertility 
drugs are used to directly 
stimulate ovulation, she 
said. 

Their findings will be re¬ 
ported in an upcoming 
issue of the Journal of Ihe 
American Fertility So¬ 
ciety. 

Dr. Phansey, an instruc¬ 
tor in obstetrics and gyne¬ 
cology, said a sythethic va¬ 
riety of a brain hormone 
known as LHRH (LH-re- 
leasing hormone) is being 
used with a common fertil¬ 
ity drug, clomiphene, to in¬ 
duce ovulation In her pa¬ 
tients. 


Inflamed iris ‘glued’ to lens 


Dear Dr. Donohue: For 

Ihe past year I have been 
treated for iritis. I can't 
seem to get rid of Ihe prob¬ 
lem. It is mostly in my left 
eye. but has also flared 
up in the right. I have been 
treated with eye drops. Can 
you explain this problem 
and what can be done? 
—M.C. 

Look at your eyes in a 
mirror. That large disc that 
has a hole in the centre is 
the iris. It’s the structure 
which, if blue,, makes you 
blue-eyed. The iris is not 
stationary. It contracts and 
expands depending on the 
amount of light centring 
the eye pupil (the tiny hole 
in the centre). When light is 
too bright the iris con¬ 
tracts. making the pupil 
area exposed smaller. If 
there is less light the iris 
opens up leaving a greater 
area of the pupil exposed so 
more light strikes the lens 
behind it. It is not at all 
unlike the way a camera 
works. 

The ability to expand and 
contract is impaired when 
there is iritis. The iris stays 
expanded. 

An inflamed iris sticks to 
the lens of the eye. Perma¬ 
nent little scars can “glue" 
Ihe iris to the lens. The 
purpose of your drops is to 
keep your iris dilated (ex¬ 
panded) to prevent these 
scars from forming. The 
drops also help suppress 
the iris inflammation it¬ 
self. 


Your Good Health

Iritis may disappear or 
may last a long time. Sad 
to say, it may also recur. I 
do not think there is any 
more you can do. I know 
my answer is no more sat¬ 
isfying to you than your 
treatment to date. Your 
doctors seem to be doing all 
that is possible to identify 
the cause of your iritis and 
to prevent any complica¬ 
tions. I sincerely hope your 
inflammation goes away 
shortly and for good. 

Note for J.S.—Sphincter 
muscles are ones that close 
passages. There are two 
anal sphincter muscles, an 
internal and an external. 
Together they give us con¬ 
trol over emptying the rec¬ 


tum. When they are dam¬ 
aged, then rectal contents 
may leak out; that’s called 
"incontinence." Either the 
muscles or the nerves con¬ 
trolling the muscle action 
can be at fault. If muscles 
are torn it is possible to try 
to sew them up in a proce¬ 
dure called "sphinctero¬ 
plasty." 

If all else fails and if (he 
incontinence is most 
troublesome, then a colos¬ 
tomy may have to be used. 
Tha( involves making an 
opening to the intestine via 
the surface of the abdo¬ 
men. Yes, why not seek a 
second opinion as to wheth¬ 
er surgery is possible to 
correct the sphincter prob¬ 
lem?

LHRH is used to stimu¬ 
late the pituitary gland to 
produce two natural hor¬ 
mones necessary for ovula¬ 
tion. 

Other scientists have ad¬ 
ministered LHRH by injec¬ 
tion, but palienls must go lo 
a medical facility three to 
four times a day for at least 
four days for as many 
months as necessary to 
achieve conception, she 
said. 

By administering LHRH 
intranasally in larger 
doses, she was able to 
eliminate the need for in¬ 
jections after first stimu¬ 
lating a patient’s ovary by 
having her take clomi¬ 
phene orally, Dr. Phansey 
said. 

A patient can administer 
the nose drops at home, 


resulting in a saving of 
time and money. The only 
other known use of the drug 
intranasally has been in Is¬ 
rael, she said. 

The inability to ovulate 
causes 30 to 10 per cent of 
the infertility in women, 
she said. The unusual 
method is being tried only 
on women who do not ovu¬ 
late and show no response 
to commonly used fertility 
drugs, she added. 

Five of the eight women 
she has administered the 
drug to have ovulated, and 
three have conceived. Two 
patients, including the 
mother of James Euland 
Jr., delivered healthy 
babies, and one aborted 
after three months but Dr. 
Phansey said the miscar¬ 
riage was not caused by the 
treatment.

Dear Dr. Donohue: Will a 
coronary bypass make me 
live longer?

Bypassing a clogged 
heart artery with a graft 
certainly is effective in re¬ 
ducing the numbers of at¬ 
tacks of angina (heart 
pain) in almost all patients 
who have the operation. 
Certainly, most people who 
have such surgery have it 
done to prevent more seri¬ 
ous events, such as a heart 
attack itself. Many coro¬ 
nary bypass patients are 
alive today who otherwise 
wouldn’t be.

Mair, who recently re¬ 
ceived a report on the sta¬ 
tus of emergency services, 
said there were some prob¬ 
lems with the current sys¬ 
tem, but they could be 
solved. 

The report was requested 
after concerns were raised 
about a shortage of para¬ 
medic teams, particularly 
in the Greater Vancouver 
area. News reports indicat¬ 
ed that the teams regularly 
were working overtime to 
cover for the shortages. 

Mair said, however, that 
the ministry report showed 
that a lack of facilities was 
the biggest problem, not a 
shortage of manpower. 

Ambulance drivers had 
asked that $50 million be 
spent to upgrade facilities 
and services. 

The minister said the for¬ 
mer NDP government’s 
five-year plan for ambu¬ 
lance services was unreal¬ 
istic in terms of the amount 
of money available.

McClelland also said he 
is surprised by a suggestion 
that companies exploring 
for natural gas in B.C. will 
pack up and move to Alber¬ 
ta unless they get better 
prices. 

Gerry Bryson of the Ca¬ 
nadian Petroleum Associa¬ 


tion said during the week¬ 
end that incentives offered 
by the province are not 
good enough and that 
prices are not keeping pace 
with rising costs. 

McClelland countered 
that there have been price 
adjustments over the years 
and that he feels B.C. 
offers enough incentives. 

But the minister admit¬ 
ted some price adjustment 
is needed and that the B.C. 
Energy Commission will 
hold public hearings begin¬ 
ning in September on natu¬ 
ral gas pricing. 


Alcan asks province 
to review water stand 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The Aluminum 
Company of Canada has asked the B.C. 
government to review its contention that 
Ottawa has no authority to order the 
company to release more water into the 
Nechako River system. 

If the provincial government accepts 
Alcan's position, it will mean the com¬ 
pany has sole power to determine water 
levels in the northern B.C. river sys¬ 
tem. 

Under a special agreement between 
the province and Alcan 30 years ago, B.C. 
ceded development rights for hydroelec¬ 
tric development and regulation to the 
company. 

Thus, if Alcan can sidestep federal 


demands, the company can proceed with 
Iks Kemano II power plant expansion 
exempt from federal or provincial con¬ 
trols designed to protect salmon stocks 
and breeding grounds. 

Alcan’s request for a B.C. ruling has 
been passed on to the provincial attor¬ 
ney-general’s office for consideration by 
Howard DcBeck, B.C. comptroller of 
water rights. 

The flow In the Nechako River is con¬ 
trolled by Alcan's Kemano I power¬ 
house dam which generates electricity for 
Alcan's power-hungry smelters at Kiti- 
mat and for sale to B.C. Hydro's power 
grid.

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Osoyoos attack 
‘teapot tempest’ 


QUEBEC (CP) - Char¬ 
ges that last month's attack 
on a campsite occupied by 
French-Canadian fruit- 
pickers near Osoyoos, was 
racially motivated are un¬ 
founded, a Quebec govern¬ 
ment representative sent to 
investigate the incident has 
concluded. 

Francois Gauthier, coun¬ 
sellor with the Quebec gov¬ 


ernment office at Edmon¬ 
ton, described the incident 
as a "tempest In a teapot" 
in a verbal report delivered 
to Intergovernmental Af¬ 
fairs Minister Claude 
Morin Monday. 

He is expected to submit 
a more detailed, written 
report of his investigation 
to the minister later this 
week. 


Several of the fruit- 
pickers had charged they 
had been victims of racial 
discrimination after a 
group of drunken men 
swinging bats and chains 
stormed their camp on 
June 27. 

Tents, cars and back¬ 
packs were smashed and 
some of the pickers were 
injured. An Alberta man 
was charged with mis¬ 
chief. 

Gauthier, noting he was 
satisfied with RCMP han¬ 
dling of the matter, also 
said he was sent to Osoyoos 
last week only because the 
department of intergo¬ 
vernmental affairs had re¬ 
ceived numerous calls 
from worried parents 
about the attack. 

A department spokes¬ 
man also indicated Monday 
that despite reports to the 
contrary, it had given ad¬ 
vance notice of Gauthier's 
visit to the department of 
intergovernmental affairs 
in British Columbia.

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Bike club Signed hospital union seeks match-RN pact

A Victoria motorcycle club is apparently out of 
business because it was drawing too much attention 
to itself. 

The Bounty Hunters were reportedly stripped 
of their colors June 18 by members of the Satan’s 
Angels, the province’s - 


The large catch-up settle¬ 
ment of the registered 
nurses is beginning to have 
the magnetic effect some 
labor authorities expected. 

The first real sign has 
come with a report that the 
3,600-member Health Sci¬ 
ences Association, small¬ 
est of the major unions in 
B.C. hospitals, wants to 
renegotiate its contract. 

The membership is solid¬ 
ly behind reopening the 
contract to bring wages to 
the level reached recently 


by members of the Regis¬ 
tered Nurses’ Association 
of B.C. and Registered Psy¬ 
chiatric Nurses’ Associa¬ 
tion of B.C. employed in the 
hospital industry. 

The HSA represents 
pharmacists, physiothera¬ 
pists and other technicians 
who are not part of the 
21,700-member Hospital 
Employees’ Union. 

The association says the 
response from members 
surveyed to date at 40 hos¬ 


pitals is 90 per cent in favor 
of pressing for a new deal. 

The members’ tradition¬ 
al parity with the RNs was 
knocked awry by a 43-per¬ 
cent wage increase over 
two years for the nurses. It 
came many months after 
HSA had settled for much 
less. 

The size of the RN agree¬ 
ment was defended not 
only by the union but also 
by Labor Minister Jack 
Heinrich as something 


needed to make up for a 
decade of underpayment. 

John Fryer, now on leave 
from the B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union where 
he was the outspoken gen¬ 
eral seccretary, drew some 
fire from within the labor 
movement for his com¬ 
ments on the nurses' 
award. 

Fiyer said he wasn’t cri¬ 
ticizing the award as such, 
but simply answering ques¬ 
tions about what effect he 
thought it might have. He 


said it could have a chaotic 
effect on the labor front by 
by prompting everyone 
else to reach for the sky. 

The HSA says its mem¬ 
bers will trail the nurses by 
an average of $30 to $100 a 
month when their 27-month 
contract expires. 

What the association 
wants is a wage adjustment 
at the first of next year to 
reduce the gap. It expects 
to have a response from 
members in 100 hospitals 


within two weeks. After 
that it will formally ask the 
Health Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation to reopen the con¬ 
tract. 

There has been no indica¬ 
tion of similar sentiments 
on the part of the much 
bigger Hospital Em 
ployees’ Union. Under a 
more complicated agree 
ment, some lower-paid 
members of HEU will get 
increases ranging as high 
as S3 per cent over two 
years.

Desert claims 13, Thatcher cuts

A JO, Ariz. (AP) — 
Twelve Salvadorans feared 
lost in the blistering heat of 
the Arizona desert turned 
up in a Mexican border 
town Monday, surprising 
officials searching for 
more victims of a cruel 
smugglers' trick. 

Thirteen bodies and 13 
survivors were found dur¬ 
ing the weekend in the 
scorched wasteland of 
Organ Pipe National Monu 
ment Park, where sand 
temperatures soared as 
high as 65 degrees Celsius. 


Knvironment Minister 
Stephen Rogers has asked 
for a voluntary ban this 
year on fishing derbies in 
which chinook salmon are 
the main targets. 

If he can’t win volunteer 
support, he has suggested 
that the federal govern¬ 
ment impose a ban on der¬ 
bies until the chinook has 
recovered from over-fish¬ 
ing. 

Stocks of Chinooks have 
been depleted in recent 
years, and Rogers said 
Monday that fishing der¬ 
bies had to share the blame 
with commercial and other 
fishermen. 


A senior border pafrol 
agent said it was "very 
good news" that the unac¬ 
counted-for women and 
children never left the town 
of San Luis Sonora with 26 
others known to have been 
smuggled into the park 
about 32 kilometres south¬ 
east of Ajo. 

Although the search con¬ 
tinued Monday, park su¬ 
perintendent Franklin 
Wallace said agents did not 
expect to find any more 
bodies or survivors.

PORT ALBERNI (CP) — Mayor 
Jim Robertson was found guilty arqk 
fined $250 Monday on three counts o^“ 
failing to disclose debts under the 
Financial Disclosure Act. 

However, it is not an indictable 
offence, and so will not force the 
mayor to resign. 

The charges date back to Oct. 26, 
1979, when Robertson filed nomina¬ 
tion papers for his second term as 
mayor. After a lengthy investigation, 
he was charged March 10 with failing 
to include debts owing to Della De¬ 
velopments Ltd., Revelstoke Co. Ltd. 
and Norm Odgers Jewelers Ltd. 


The three debts, amounting to 
about $5,500, have been through small 
claims court for settlement. Robert¬ 
son, owner of a now-bankrupt cloth¬ 
ing store, remains in default of pay¬ 
ment to Revelstoke and Norm 
Odgers. 

Provincial Court Judge D.W.S. 
Ward said his decision, to the best of 
his knowledge, was the first judg¬ 
ment under the Public Employees 
and Officials Disclosure Act, pro¬ 
claimed in 1974 and changed late- 
last year to the Financial Disclosure 
Act.

B.C. joining

B.C. will join the Mari¬ 
time provinces in a bid 
to persuade the federal 
government that it 
should relinquish con¬ 
trol of the multi-million 
dollar coastal fisheries. 

The opening shots in the 
campaign will be fired 
sometime during the pre¬ 
liminary talks on constitu¬ 
tional reform which arc- 
scheduled to open this 
morning in Montreal. 

B.C.'s decision to support 
the Maritimes will be 
termed "firm" but will also 
remain "unofficial” for the 
time being. 

At present the federal 
government controls the 
fisheries on both coasts, 
leaving only the actual dis¬ 
posal, processing and mar¬ 
keting of the catch to pro¬ 
vincial governments. 

It is estimated Ottawa 
pumps about $75 million a 
year into the West Coast 
fishery and recovers about 
the same amount. 

For several years the 
Maritime provinces have 
been arguing that the fish¬ 
ery should be classified as 
any other provincial natu¬ 
ral resources are classified 
and be strictly under pro¬ 
vincial control. They have 
argued without success and 
with little support from 
other provinces, including 
B.C. 

In the past, B.C. has 
taken a fairly soft line on 
federal control of the rich 
ocean resource, but that is 
expected to end within the

Constitution talks 
in Montreal today 

MONTREAL (CP) — 

The constitutional road¬ 
show arrives here today as 
representatives of the 10 
provinces meet federal 
Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien in the first of 
three weeks of intensive 
talks. 

At a gathering last 
month, the ministers failed 
to agree on an order of 
priorities, but indications 
are that they will deal first 
with family law and the 
structure of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

From there, the prov¬ 
inces will concentrate on 
resource ownership and in¬ 
terprovincial trade, while 
Chretien will try to push 
discussions toward the 
need for a strong federal 
role in the economy. 

The current round of 
talks began in the wake of 
Quebec’s May 20 so¬ 
vereignty-association 
referendum. During the 
referendum campaign, 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
pledged he would move 
quickly on constitutional 
change if there was a "no" 
vote. The "no” forces of 
Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan won the refer¬ 
endum by 60-40 margin. 

Ryan warned the federal 
government during the 
weekend to avoid “any atti¬ 
tude and any initiative" 
that might force provincial 
Liberals to ally themselves 
with the Parti Quebecois in 
constitutional talks.

A madc-in-Canada con¬ 
stitution is Trudeau’s No. 1 
priority. 

For Alberta’s Premier 
Peter I.ougheed, resource 
ownership is the top issue, 
and he hopes for support 
from Premier Bennett of 
British Columbia.

It is expected that more than the usual amount of 
interest will centre on the settlement plan for the 
area because of the ongoing controversy over the 
proposal to establish a coal mine and port at Boat Har¬ 
bor in the Cedar area. 

The outline suggested by Magor takes a Jook at in¬ 
dustrialization of the area, as well as questions of nat¬ 
ural environement, rural, residential and commer¬ 
cial areas, water and sewer service. 

A major recommendation of the plan is that the 
region undertake a coastal zone management study. 

The plan suggests that no further residential or 
commercial development should be permitted within 
the coastal zone until the management study has 
been done. 

The proposed plan would control uses around 
creeks, rivers, lakes and wetlands, requiring setbacks 
and prohibiting filling without a permit. 

The plan notes that the area contains a large part 
of the Nanaimo River drainage system, which is 
one of Vancouver Island’s most important freshwater 
sources. 

The plan proposes that the region oppose the fur¬ 
ther use of the Nanaimo River as a source of fresh¬ 
water supply for residential, commercial and in¬ 
dustrial purposes. 

Groundwater sources should be protected from 
surface contaminants such as chemicals, as well as 
protected by discouraging the removal of soil, sand or 
gravel from the surface. 

In addition, the location of wells in relation to the 
groundwater supply should be closely watched, the 
plan proposes. 

To protect the forest cover that takes up most of 
the Cedar-Cranberry-Bright area, the plan proposes 
that development be planned to preserve forest 
cover and that the region oppose clear-cutting, which 
would pose a threat to sensitive areas. 

The proposed plan attacks the question of min¬ 
ing in the area by suggesting that the objective of the 
region be to ensure the safety, health and welfare 
of the public and to prevent excessive industrializa¬ 
tion. 

This would be achieved by the suggested policies of 
opposition to surface mining or a mine entrance in 
the area and opposition as well to mine tunnels that 
may pose a threat to surface landforms, public wel¬ 
fare or groundwater sources. 

The plan proposes that the region maintain the 
rural character of the Cedar-Cranberry-Bright area by 
supporting the consolidation of small parcels of agri¬ 
cultural land into large parcels and giving land outside 
the ALR rural designation that is compatible with the 
rural uses. 

The plan suggests that the region provide a strat¬ 
egy for moderately slow residential development, 
preventing seattered and ribbon development. 

Ribbon development should also be avoided in 
the commercial area, the plan suggests, and com¬ 
mercial development should be limited to neigh¬ 
borhood type facilities and a moderate development of 
the area’s tourist potential. 

The proposed plan does suggest that the commer¬ 
cial marina development of Boat Harbor be consider¬ 
ed, but only after the coastal management plan study 
is made. 

Industrial activity in the area has occurred ran¬ 
domly, the plan notes, and should in the future be al¬ 
lowed to grow only moderately, in well-defined areas. 

As for the future of water and sewer servicing for 
the area, the plan suggests that the region undertake a 
study to determine if there should be community 
water systems in the areas, which would be designated 
for future residential, commercial and industrial 
growth. Any form of sewage treatment would re¬ 
quire detailed studies, the plan notes. 

Phasing is an important element to a settlement 
plan as it allows development patterns to evolve 
gradually, Magor said. 

He noted that the Cedar-Cranberry-Bright plan 
proposes that preference be given to rural and residen¬ 
tial development that does not require servicing, and 
that commercial and industrial infilling should take 
place only in those area designated by the plan. 

Residential infilling along the coast should await 
the coastal study, as should the proposal for tourist 
commercial and marina zoning. 

Once adopted, the official settlement plan should 
be reviewed every two years, the planner said. 

He added that once the plan is adopted there would 
be a new zoning bylaw for the area, accompanied by a 
subdivision bylaw. 

Having the zoning and subdivision regulations in 
two separate bylaws would allow the region and Ihe 
public more flexibility, Magor noted. 

The Nanaimo at present includes land use and par- 1 
cel size in the same bylaw. 

Meetings to discuss the plan will be held July 16 at 
the Waterloo school annex; Julv 17 in the South Wei 
lington Hall; July 21 in the North Cedar firehall, and 
July 23 in the Extension Community Hall.

She said her council had 
agreed to support the com¬ 
pany proposal, provided all 
environmental and ecological 
safeguards were met.

NEW YORK (AP) —The 
U.S. dollar fell to its lowest 
level in five years against 
a strong British pound 
Monday and tumbled 
against most other major 
currencies on worries of 
dropping U.S. interest 
rates.

Carter to bail out carmakers 


PLAINS, Ga. (Reuter) — White House officials said 
Monday they expect President Carter to announce 
today a series of steps to help the depressed U.S. 
auto industry. 

Carter is flying to Detroit today, on his way to Japan, 
to confer with auto industry executives. 

The officials said he would not decide until the 
end of the meeting exactly what measures he would 


announce to help the industry as it goes through a 
transition period to the mass producing of small, fuel 
efficient cars. 

The industry is in severe financial difficulties chief¬ 
ly because of competition from small Japanese cars, 
the rising price of gasoline and the effects of the re- 
scession. Almost 300,000 autoworkers have been laid 
off this year because of declining sales.

TOKYO — Japan contin¬ 
ued its reign as the world’s 
top producer of automo¬ 
biles, outranking the Unit¬ 
ed States for the second 
consecutive six-month 
period, according to the 
Japanese newspaper 
Asahi. 

General Motors is still 
the world’s top producer of 
automobiles, but Japan's 
Toyota Motor Co., and the 
Nissan Motor Co. which 
markets Datsun, have 
edged Ford and Chrysler 
out of the second and third 
positions in world produc¬ 
tion, the newspaper said. 

Spokesmen for U.S. auto¬ 
makers were not immedi¬ 
ately available for com¬ 
ment. 

Japan's automakers pro¬ 
duced 5.46 million vehicles 
during the last six months, 
according to Asahi. The 
United States maintained 
the second spot during the 
same period with an esti¬ 
mated 4.42 million vehi¬ 
cles, the newspaper quoted 
a report issued by the 
Toyota Co. assaying. 

In the previous six 
months, domestic produc¬ 
tion of passenger cars 
showed Japan ahead with 
3.47 million units, com¬ 
pared with a U.S. figure of 
3.42 million, Asa/iisaid. 

Toyota held on to its spot 
as the world’s second lar¬ 
gest automaker in the 
period ending in June, a 
position it won from De¬ 
troit's Ford Motor Co. last 
year, the report said. But 
Nissan took the third posi¬ 
tion away from Ford dur¬ 
ing the first half of this 
year, bumping Ford and 
Chrysler into fourth and 
fifth places. 

Nevertheless, Ford and 
Chrysler Corp. could be 
back in their traditional 
positions by the end of 1980 
if their entries in the fuel- 
efficiency market sell as 
well as some Japanese an¬ 
alysts expect, the report 
said. 

The Asahi report did not 
say what percentage of 
Japanese auto production 
is sold abroad, but last year 
Japan sold 2.1 million cars 
in the United States, a fig¬ 
ure expected to rise to 2.5 
million this year.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The re¬ 
cruiting program of British Columbia 
Lions for the 1980 Canadian Football 
league season must be considered a 
failure. 

This conclusion is reached by a 
search of the roster which shows few 
changes for a team which was ob¬ 
viously far behind Edmonton Eski¬ 
mos and Calgary Stampeders in 1979 
in the area of quality imports in 
the Western Conference. 

Head coach Vic Rapp said, after 
a humilating 37-2 loss to Calgary in 
the WFC semifinal last fall, that the 
Lions' priority was upgrading their 
offensive and defensive lines. 

“We’ve got a hell of a chance to 
be a great team next season if we can 
get the right linemen," said Rapp. 
"Right now, import-wise, we’re not 


as strong as other teams at some posi¬ 
tions in both lines.” 

Since that statement last Novem¬ 
ber, Rapp has made only one signifi¬ 
cant change, inserting 30-year-old 
tackle Tom Humphrey into the offen¬ 
sive line. The rest of that line, known 
more for its holding penalties than 
devastating blocks, remains the 
same. 

Even more constant is the defen¬ 
sive line, where the cast of characters 
hasn't changed at all. This is the 
Achilles heel of the team because, 
without a pass rush, the secondary is 
suspect at best. 

The Lions allowed an average of 
27 points a game during the exhibition 
season (with a 1-2-1 record) and 
didn't look capable in any game of 
being able to consistently stop the 
opposition. 


Rapp's recruiting program pro¬ 
duced only one import rookie, reserve 
quarterback Roy Dewalt from 
Texas-Arlington. He sparked the 
team’s only exhibition win with 15 
late points against Calgary, but 
Dewalt will start the season behind 
youthful veteran Joe Paopao. 

Paopao, 25, inherits the key of¬ 
fensive position from Jerry Tagge, 
whose wonky knee failed to pass the 
club’s medical examination. The 
Lions were challengers in the West in 
1979 until Tagge and middle lin¬ 
ebacker Sam Britts suffered knee 
injuries. 

The Lions were 9-2-1 at one stage 
last season, but lost their last four 
league games and the WFC semifi¬ 
nal to Calgary. B.C. has speed to burn 
in the starting lineup, but there's been 


a lingering suspicion for a couple of 
years that the team lacks the neces¬ 
sary mental toughness to challenge 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

Rapp has often been criticized 
for his emotional outbursts during 
games and Paopao, with less than a 
season under his belt as a starter, will 
need a steadying influence to cope 
with the pressure of playing a full 
year. 

Paopao has plenty of speed to 
work with on offence in flanker Tyron 
Gray, running backs Larry Key and 
John Henry White, plus tight end 
Harry Holt. Paopao will look often for 
Holt, who scares defensive backs 
with his size (220 pounds) and runs 
away from them with his speed. 

B.C.’s defence must have a better 
pass rush if the secondary is to sur¬ 


vive, especially with converted re¬ 
ceiver Leon Bright at the left comer. 

Bright was removed from the of¬ 
fence because he didn't run disci¬ 
plined pass routes and now finds 
himself involved in the complexities 
of various pass coverages. He is 
joined in the secondary by two other 
newcomers, safety Tony Proudfoot 
(from Montreal Alouettes) and half¬ 
back Larry Riley (released by Winni¬ 
peg Blue Bombers). 

Britts again anchors the line- 
backing with his vital experience, but 
the pass rush leaves much to be de¬ 
sired. Canadian tackle Rick Goltz 
was the team’s best lineman in exhi¬ 
bition play, while heralded Mack 
Mitchell from the National Football 
League was quickly released after a 
poor performance in the club's last 
game. 


The Lions open their schedule 
here tonight against Saskatchewan 
Roughriders, who couldn't beat any¬ 
one in exhibition play. John Hufnagel, 
the man the Lions really wanted at 
quarterback this season, will be at 
quarterback for the Roughies after 
selecting Regina over B.C. in his 
bargaining as a free agent. 

Rapp is the only coach in the 
history of the Lions with a winning 
record (26-19-3 in the last three years) 
and he is squarely under the gun to 
produce yet another winner in the city 
<of losers. It will be difficult without 
an influx of linemen, especially those 
who can rush the passer. 

In another opener tonight, Cal¬ 
gary visits Ottawa Rough Riders.

Hart wishes to attend Denny funeral firaS 1 * 


BUCKINGHAM, Que. (CP) — 
Boxer Gaetan Hart would like logo 
to the funeral of Montreal fighter 
Cleveland Denny, 24, if Denny’s 
family says he is welcome. 

Andre Gagnon, Hart's man¬ 
ager, said in an interview Monday, 
he has attempted to contact the 
Denny family to express his and 
Hart's sympathy but has, so far, 
been able to reach only a family 
adviser. 

“It's very tragic," Nadon said 
of Denny's death early Monday in 
a Montreal hospital where he had 
been in a coma since being 
knocked out by Hart at Montreal’s 
Olympic Stadium June 20. 

"We an 1 very sorry about the 
whole situation." Nadon said of 
the bitterness the Denny family 
has expressed toward Hart 


“I contacted the family ad¬ 
viser this (Monday) afternoon to 
see what we can do," Nadon said. 
"We (he and Hart) would like to at¬ 
tend the funeral, if the family will 
make us welcome. 

"We know they feel bitter 
about Denny's death and will go 
only if they say we are welcome. 
We don’t want to cause any more 
bad feelings.” 

He also said he had cancelled 
Hart’s training for an Aug. 7 fight 
against an opponent still to be 
named. 

"He's just too upset about this 
whole (Denny) thing," Nadon 
said. “He isn’t concentrating in his 
training and 1 don't want him to be 
the next one hurt." 


Denny became the sixth pro¬ 
fessional boxer to die in Canada 
from injuries suffered in the ring, 
and the first since 1972. 

Denny, 24-year-old former Ca¬ 
nadian lightweightchampion, died 
at Malsonncuvc-Roscmont Hospi¬ 
tal, ending a sombre vigil by his 
family, including many relatives 
who arrived from New York State 
late last week. He is survived by 
his wife, Clarine, and five-month- 
old son, Cleveland Jr. 

There is a possibility that a 
provincial coroner will hold a pub¬ 
lic inquest the into circumstances 
surrounding Denny’s death. 

There will be a full police in¬ 
vestigation and Montreal coroner 
Roch Heroux has been given re¬ 
sponsibility for studying the case 
and submitting a report on wheth¬ 


er to hold the more extensive 
inquest, a justice department law¬ 
yer said. 

A public inquest appears 
likely because Denny’s death 
raises important issues relating to 
"public safety,” a subject that 
falls under the coroner’s jurisdic¬ 
tion, the lawyer added. Lawyers 
for a new provincial board to regu¬ 
late sports could take part in a 
coroner’s inquest. 

Dr. Leo-Paul Landry, medical 
director of the hospital, said 
Denny succumbed at about 12:30 
a m. PDT Monday, never having 
emerged from a coma into which 
he slipped when battered with a 
series of punches in the final sec¬ 
onds of his scheduled 10-round 
bout against Hart.

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Stress of unemployment: Hopes, families crushed 


WINDSOR, Ont. (CP) — This city's exceptionally 
high unemployment rate has led to uncontrollable stress 
and increased use of tranquillizers, alcohol and other 
drugs among those unable to manage their financial 
problems, a municipal study set up by Mayor Bert Weeks 
shows, 

A mayor’s committee on services for the unemployed 
also found that municipal and county social services are 
straining under the greatest demands in 50 years. 

As unemployment hovers at 20 per cent, social 
agencies in Windsor like the Salvation Army, Family 
Service Bureau, Credit Counselling and Unemployment 
Help Centre have taken on increases in caseloads ranging 
from 25 to 377 per cent. 

On the human tragedy of unemployment, the com¬ 
mittee found that having to go on welfare when other 
benefits arc exhausted is having "a devastating affect on 
individuals and their families." 

The committee, which found that some families arc 
cutting their food budget to meet credit and mortgage 
obligations, has sent letters asking national credit and 
mortgage agencies to alter their policies to reflect the 
area's current problems. It asked creditors to waive 


interest and refrain from repossessing items unless their 
actual investment is in jeopardy. 

The committee — with representatives from busi¬ 
ness, labor, social service, legal aid and other local groups 
under the chairmanship of Mayor Weeks — also found 
that some unemployed heads of households have moved 
out of the area, most frequently to western Canada, in

search of work. For many, the family separation is 
frustrating. 

The committee made a number of recommendations 
to the federal, provincial and municipal governments. 

It urged Ottawa to offer special benefits to unem¬ 
ployed auto workers and consider a wide range of job 
programs in consultation with labor. 


The committee proposed that the Ontario ministry of 
community and social serivees offer special grants to 
community agencies experiencing heavy demands. 

On the municipal level, it asked for greater discretion 
in the administration of the General Welfare Assistance 
Act when employment reaches high levels and when 
normal policies and practices are not effective.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The co-ordinator of the psy¬ 
chiatric assessment unit at 
Vancouver General Hospi 
tal says almost 50 per cent 
of the patients seen by fam¬ 
ily physicians have sleep 
problems. 

But Dr. Tibor Bezeredi 
says medicine is not the 
only answer to insomnia. 

If a person can’t sleep 
because he is depressed, 
sleeping pills may help 
temporarily. But, said Be¬ 
zeredi, talking over prob¬ 
lems with a doctor and ask¬ 
ing for advice or support 
may be far more effective 
than any medication. 

"THE PROLONGED use 
of hypnotic therapy doesn't 
work. It works about five 
days. Then their (the pa¬ 
tients’) anxiety overcomes 
it and insomnia comes 
back.” 

Dr. Philip Janicak. a re¬ 
searcher at the State Psy¬ 
chiatric Institute in Chica¬ 
go, said there is no perfect 
sleeping pill. 

"Chemistry has one ad 
vantage," said Janicak. "It 
always works. But it has to 
be safe, not something you 
regret pushing at the coro¬ 
ner’s inquest." 

SLEEPING pills may 
leave a person feeling 
slightly hung over or 
drowsy, even during the 
short time they work, he 
said. 

"Turn down the environ¬ 
mental stimuli," Janicak 
suggests. Many people 
don't realize nearby noise 


and lights can keep them 
awake. 

A glass of warm milk 
before bed also may help. 
Milk contains tryptophan, 
a natural sleep-inducing 
protein. 

Self hypnosis and rhyth¬ 
mic breathing exercises 
have also been found effec¬ 
tive in inducing sleep. 

PEOPLE ARE advised 
to get up at the normal time 
even if they don't drop off 
until the early hours of the 
morning. That way, they 
arc more likely to fall 
asleep more easily the next 
night. 

When everything else 
fails, he suggests insom¬ 
niacs keep a somnologue, 
writing down the time they 
fell asleep and how long 
and well they slept. Some¬ 
times people surprise 
themselves and realize 
they have been sleeping 
enough all along. 

The amount of sleep peo¬ 
ple need varies. Some peo¬ 
ple rarely sleep, others 
need as little as four to six 
hours a night but most need 
about eight hours. 

HOWEVER, there arc 
worse things than insom¬ 
nia. 

Janicck said people with 
narcolepsy (a condition of 
unknown cause) have at 
tacks of sleep and drift off 
in the middle of their 
meals, social engagements 
or important business 
meetings.

(UPI)— A one-pound, 11 
ounce report—all about the 
state of women's heallh 
in the United States—will 
be toted to the 1980 United 
Nations Decade for Women 
Conference in Copenhagen 
this week. 

From hazards of office 
work and the kitchen to 
troubles with cosmetics 
and booze. Woman and 
Health, U.S.A. — 19H0 
covers just about every¬ 
thing—including some 
things unseen, such as 
stress and mental health. 

It also documents the 
physical fitness rage, 
growing self-care move¬ 
ment, and new birthing 
styles catching on with 
more and more of the na¬ 
tion's women. 

Of special concern, says 


the report prepared for the 
U.S. delegation by the na¬ 
tion's Office of Population 
Affairs, are health needs of 
lesbians, disabled women, 
older women, rural 
women, racial and ethnic 
minority women—all small 
groups, relatively speak¬ 
ing, and often overlooked. 

The health report and 
similar ones from more 
than 100 nations will help 
conferees develop a bal¬ 
ance sheet showing health 
gains and new or continu¬ 
ing needs at midpoint in the 
international "decade for 
women." 

Under the title "Lesbian 
Women," the special con¬ 
cerns section reports: 

"There are . . . obsta¬ 
cles facing homosexual 
women seeking quality 
health care. 


"The assumption is often 
made by health care pro¬ 
viders that the client is 
heterosexual and that fe¬ 
male health needs neces¬ 
sarily include contracep¬ 
tion. Some lesbians, afraid 
of possible reactions to dis¬ 
closure of their homosex¬ 
uality, will avoid encoun¬ 
ters with the medical 
system for preventive care 
and necessary treatment. 

"Hospital guidelines and 
health insurance do not rec¬ 
ognize homosexual part¬ 
ners as close family. In 
emergency situations part 
ners do not have the power 
to sign legal consent forms, 
nor do they have visitation 
rights in hospital intensive 
care units.” 

Problems as health care 
consumers also plague 


"older women" and are of 
special concern. 

Excerpts from a Nation¬ 
al Institute of Aging de¬ 
scription of the problem: 

"Older women cannot 
count on the medical pro¬ 
fession. Few doctors are 
interested in them. Their 
physical and emotional dis¬ 
comforts are Gl'ten charac¬ 
terized as post menopausal 
syndromes—until they 
have lived too long for this 
to be an even faintly rea¬ 
sonable diagnosis. 

"After that, they are as 
signed to the category of 
senility."

MONCTON, N.B. (CP) 
— More women are deter¬ 
mined to make a reality of 
their dream of owning a 
business and being their 
own boss, says the counsel¬ 
ling assistance to small en¬ 
terprises office of the Fed¬ 
eral Business Development 
Branch. 

But there's a snag to 
making that dream come 
true: Eighty per cent of all 
small businesses fail with 
in the first year. 

The difference between a 
winning business and a los¬ 
ing one is "pre-planning 
and developing good or¬ 
ganizational and manage 
ment skills," says the of¬ 
fice's Gerald Bird of 
Moncton. 

"Let's face it, you can be 
the best salesman there is 
but making the sale is the 
easy part. You can't just 
make sales, you have to 
make profits." 

Bird says the entrepre¬ 
neur wanting to start a 
business must learn the 
basics of buying, market 
ing and selling and setting 
up a good accounting sys¬ 
tem 

More women are seeking 
help in setting up account¬ 
ing systems. Once they 
master the system. Bird 
says women are more con¬ 
scientious in sticking to it 
than are men. 

He suggests that anyone 
wanting to start a business 
should start conservatively 
and have enough capital to 
carry the operation for be¬ 
tween six months and a 
year. 

He says 20 per cent of 
about 450 small business 
owners who seek advice 
from his counselling office 
are women. Most are in¬ 
terested in starting tradi¬ 
tional businesses such as 
small boutiques, craft and 
bake shops, daycare 
centres and homes for the 
aged. 

Bird has a team of 45 
counsellors, all retired 
businessmen. 

"We are honest with our 
clients," Bird says. "If it’s 
self evident that a business 
won't work, we will tell the 
person so.

Twelve Salvadorans feared 
lost in the blistering heat of 
the Arizona desert turned 
up in a Mexican border 
town Monday, surprising 
officials searching for 
more victims of a cruel 
smugglers' trick. 

Thirteen bodies and 13 
survivors were found dur¬ 
ing the weekend in the 
scorched wasteland of 
Organ Pipe National Monu¬ 
ment Park, where sand 
temperatures soared as 
high as 65 degrees Celsius. 


A senior border patrol 
agent said it was “very 
good news" that the unac¬ 
counted-for women and 
children never left the town 
of San Luis Sonora with 26 
others known to have been 
smuggled into the park 
about 32 kilometres south¬ 
east of Ajo. 

Although the search con¬ 
tinued Monday, park su¬ 
perintendent Franklin 
Wallace said agents did not 
expect to find any more 
bodies or survivors. 


No-lie law ‘blow 
to democracy’ 

WINNIPEG (CP) — Legislation announced Monday 
that would virtually make it illegal in Manitoba to lie 
during an election campaign is one of the worst blows 
democracy has ever been dealt, says an MLA. 

Sidney Green, (Ind—Inkster) said the provision in 
Manitoba's new Elections Act making the publishing 
of false statements to influence an election an offence 
was totalitarian, dangerous and unworkable, and would 
interfere with freedom of speech. 

“It's a noble thought," Green said, "but it's naive in 
the extreme.” 


The most recently dis¬ 
covered bodies—nine 
women and two men found 
Sunday—indicated the ill- 
fated aliens expected the 
smugglers to escort them 
to civilization, Scott said.

Patrol agent Jerry Scott 
said the smugglers, know n 
as coyotes along the bor¬ 
der, brought the Salva¬ 
dorans to the Mexican side 
of the border by truck, 
walked them across a 
barbed-wire cattle fence to 
the U.S. side, then stole 
their money and valuables 
before abandoning them. 


Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has slashed pay 
increases recommended 
for members of Parlia¬ 
ment and senior govern¬ 
ment officials.

B.C. will join the Mari¬ 
time provinces in a bid 
to persuade the federal 
government that it 
should relinquish con¬ 
trol of the multi-million 
dollar coastal fisheries. 

The opening shots in the 
campaign will be fired 
sometime during the pre¬ 
liminary talks on constitu¬ 
tional reform which are 
scheduled to open this 
morning in Montreal. 

B.C.'s decision to support 
the Maritimes will be 
termed “firm” but will also 
remain "unofficial" for the 
time being. 

At present the federal 
government controls the 
fisheries on both coasts, 
leaving only the actual dis¬ 
posal, processing and mar¬ 
keting of the catch to pro¬ 
vincial governments. 

It is estimated Ottawa 
pumps about $75 million a 
year into the West Coast 
fishery and recovers about 
the same amount. 

For several years the 
Maritime provinces have 
been arguing that the fish¬ 
ery should be classified as 
any other provincial natu¬ 
ral resources are classified 
and be strictly under pro¬ 
vincial control. They have 
argued without success and 
with little support from 
other provinces, including 
B.C. 

In the past, B.C. has 
taken a fairly soft line on 
federal control of the rich 
ocean resource, but that is 
expected to end within the 
next few days, to the de¬ 
light of the eastern prov-

Chinook’s fate hangs 
on derby ban—Rogers 


Environment Minister 
Stephen Rogers has asked 
for a voluntary ban this 
year on fishing derbies in 
which chinook salmon are 
the main targets. 

If he can’t win volunteer 
support, he has suggested 
that the federal govern¬ 
ment impose a ban on der¬ 
bies until the Chinook has 
recovered from over-fish¬ 
ing. 

Stocks of Chinooks have 
been depleted In recent 
years, and Rogers said 
Monday that fishing der¬ 
bies had to share the blame 
with commercial and other 
fishermen. 


"In these big derbies 
they are only going after 
one species ... the big 
chinook salmon.” 

Alec Merriman, Colonist 
outdoors editor and man¬ 
ager of the paper's King 
Fisherman contest, disa¬ 
greed with the minister. 

"It was amazing to hear 
Rogers/’ attacking sport 
fishing as a major source of 
concern in connection with 
dwindling chinook stocks,” 
Merriman said Monday. 

"The biggest problem 
with salmon stocks today is 
the power of the seine boat 


fleet. If we are worried 
about salmon stocks, we 
must start by rearranging 
seine net fishing." 

Merriman said that be¬ 
tween 1972 and 1977 the 
number of licensed seiners 
increased from 393 to 514, 
"and that was during a 
period of licence limitation 
to reduce the size of the 
commercial fishine fleet.” 

Merriman said Kogers 
"was really hitting at the 
big-money derbies and not 
fun events like the King 
Fisherman contest, but any 
criticism rubs off on all 
of us.” 


BEIRUT (CP) — At 
least 60 people were killed 
Monday and dozens more 
wounded as rival right- 
wing Lebanese factions 
fought a pitched battle in a 
mostly Christian area of 
East Beirut, rightist 
sources reported. 

The sources said many of 
those who died in the fight¬ 
ing, which involved tanks, 
rockets and heavy ma¬ 
chine-guns, were women 
and children. 

The bitter clashes erupt¬ 
ed in the morning and still 
were continuing hours 
after nightfall. 

Earlier in the day. it was 
reported that more than 20 


militiamen were killed. 

Meantime. Syrian pea 
cekeeping troops ended 12 
hours of machine-gun and 
grenade clashes between 
two leftist groups in the 
seaside neighborhood of 
Kin Mreisse, site of the 
U.S. embassy in largely 
Moslem West Beirut. 

, Police said five people 
were killed and 25 wounded 
in Ein Mreisse. 

In southern Lebanon, in¬ 
termittent artillery fire 
flared between Israeli- 
backed rightist Christians 
and Palestinian guerrillas. 
UN peacekeeping forces 
were reported trying to ar¬ 
range a truce.

Constitution talks

Alberni mayor convicted 


PORT ALBERNI (CP) — Mayor 
Jim Robertson was found guilty and 
fined $250 Monday on three counts of 
failing to disclose debts under the 
Financial Disclosure Act. 

However, it is not an indictable 
offence, and so will not force the 
mayor to resign. 

The charges date back to Oct. 26, 
1979, when Robertson filed nomina¬ 
tion papers for his second term as 
mayor. After a lengthy investigation, 
he was charged March 10 with failing 
to include debts owing to Della De¬ 
velopments Ltd., Revclstokc Co. Lid. 
and Norm Odgers Jewelers Ltd. 


The three debts, amounting to 
about $5,500, have been through small 
claims court for settlement. Robert¬ 
son, owner of a now-bankrupt cloth¬ 
ing store, remains in default of pay¬ 
ment to Revelstoke and Norm 
Odgers. 

Provincial Court Judge D.W.S. 
Ward said his decision, to the best of 
his knowledge, was the first judg¬ 
ment under the Public Employees 
and Officials Disclosure Act, pro¬ 
claimed in 1974 and changed late 
last year to the Financial Disclosure 
Act. 


He rejected defence arguments 
that a section of the act allowing 
exemption for "current ordinary 
household and personal expenses" 
applied in Robertson’s case. 

The mayor owed Della for a re¬ 
creational lease lot on Sproat Lake- 
near here, Revelstoke for house reno¬ 
vations and Norm Odgers for a pair of 
diamond earrings. 

The attorney-general’s ministry 
said it would not interpret the act, but 
said the act denied an individual 
the right to serve in public office only 
if convicted of an indictable offence.

MONTREAL (CP) — 
The constitutional road¬ 
show arrives here today as 
representatives of the 10 
provinces meet federal 
Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien in the first of 
three weeks of intensive 
talks. 

At a gathering last 
month, the ministers failed 
to agree on an order of 
priorities, but indications 
are that they will deal first 
with family law and the 
structure of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

From there, the prov¬ 
inces will concentrate on 
resource ownership and in¬ 
terprovincial trade, while 
Chretien will try to push 
discussions toward the 
need for a strong federal 
role in the economy. 

The current round of 
talks began in the wake of 
Quebec’s May 20 so¬ 
vereignty-association 
referendum. During the 
referendum campaign, 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
pledged he would move 
quickly on constitutional 
change if there was a “no” 
vote. The "no" forces of 
Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan won the refer¬ 
endum by 60-40 margin. 

Ryan warned the federal 
government during the 
weekend to avoid "any atti¬ 
tude and any initiative" 
that might force provincial 
Liberals to ally themselves 
with the Parti Qucbecois in 
constitutional talks. 

He particularly critic¬ 
ized the federal proposal 
for a new constitutional 
preamble referring to "the 
people of Canada." while 
the Quebec government de¬ 


manded explicit recogni¬ 
tion that there were two 
peoples, notone. 

Trudeau summoned the 
10 premiers to a meeting 
June 9 at his Ottawa resi¬ 
dence and presented an 11- 
point program for change, 
proposing a full-scale con¬ 
stitutional conference for 
Sept. 8 to 12. 

At the insistence of the 
Atlantic premiers, juris¬ 
diction over fisheries was 
added to the list, bringing 
to 12 the number of priori¬ 
ties. 

During the summer, the 
justice and intergovern¬ 
mental affairs ministers of 
the 11 governments were to 
meet to hammer out agree¬ 
ments on the chosen priori¬ 
ties in preparation for the 
September meeting. 

From Montreal, the min¬ 


isters move on to Toronto 
next week and Vancouver 
the week after. 

While Trudeau has ex¬ 
pressed willingness for 
change, Ottawa has been 
campaigning in favor of a 
strong central regime in 
the last few weeks and has 
hinted it may resort to uni¬ 
lateral action, bringing the 
constitution to Canada de¬ 
spite opposition from the 
provinees. 

A made-in-Canada con¬ 
stitution is Trudeau’s No. I 
priority. 

For Alberta’s Premier 
Peter Lougheed, resource 
ownership is the top issue, 
and he hopes for support 
from Premier Bennett of 
British Columbia. On Fri¬ 
day, the B.C. and Alberta 
cabinets will meet in joint 
session in Victoria for the 
first time.

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Police board cops a new hot potato Clean up 


ESQUIMALT COUNCIL CHANGES MIND ON FORCE 


Esquimau council Monday night threw 
its police board a hot potato by rescinding 
an earlier council motion to split the 
municipality's dual police and fire force. 

The motion along with a second one 
informing the board of the availability of 
money to upgrade a dual force is the la¬ 
test volley between council and the board. 
The board, made up of two municipal 
appointees including Mayor Ken Hill and 
three provincial appointees, has opposed 
attempts to continue with a dual force of 
any kind. 


At one point in recent weeks council, 
in what later proved a meaningless mo¬ 
tion, demanded the resignation of the 
board, the majority of whose members 
have rejected attempts to update the 
existing dual force, claiming that the 
board’s responsibilities do not include 
fire protection services. 

Council originally explored the con¬ 
tracting of firefighting services with Vic¬ 
toria after its police union expressed 
concern over the existing dual force. The 
union changed its mind once it was ob¬ 
vious any contracting of firefighting ser¬ 


vices with Victoria would mean a loss of 
jobs. 

Both council and the union then agreed 
to a 10-point proposal for the upgrading of 
the dual force which would include the 
addition of 12 members, which was subse¬ 
quently rejected by the police board. 

"To my mind, it doesn't make sense 
that three people could kill that op¬ 
portunity,” Aid. Barry Gilbert reminded 
council Monday. 

Now in limbo after Monday’s-mo- 
tion Is a recent one calling for the re¬ 


opening of negotiations with the city. 
Mayor Hill questioned how long the city 
would remain patient during on-again- 
off-again negotiations. 

Both motions Monday came from Aid. 
Darwin Robinson who said his rescinding 
motion would force the board to come up 
with ways to improve the situation. 

Just when the board will sit down 
and consider council's motion was not 
known following Monday's meeting. Hill 
said he would try for a meeting ahead of 
the regular monthly one scheduled for 
July 31.

Saanich-wide control 
on building heights? 


One of Cordova Bay's 
old character homes is 
being "turned into a mon¬ 
strosity” by its new owner, 
Saanich council was told 
Monday. 

Karen Franr.cn, 3850 Pit- 
combe Place, chastized 
council for allowing reno¬ 
vations and an addition to 
the house at 3844 Hobbs, 
without adequate safe¬ 
guards for neighboring 
property owners. 

She deplored a lack of 
design restrictions in Saan¬ 
ich and said "no one should 
be allowed to build a place 
like (he Hobbs Street resi¬ 
dence in a built-up area." 

Two stop-work notices 
had been served on the 
owner, Herbert Thompson, 
for failure to comply with 
municipal bylaws, but 
plans had been changed to 
meet bylaw requirements 
and the latest order had 
been lifted, aldermen were 
tuld. 

Complaints by neighbors 
that the building exceeded 
the height limitation and 
blocked their sea view, led 
to passage of a motion 
seeking a solicitor’s report 
on a draft bylaw which 
would create height re¬ 
strictions for all buildings 
in the municipality.

hurting any of his neigh¬ 
bor's "although the view 
may be lost for one or two 
people."

While it is one of the 
biggest unions in the Cana¬ 
dian Labor Congress, the 
Public Service Alliance of 
Canada has remained aloof 
where the B.C. Federation 
of Labor and Victoria 
Labor Council are con¬ 
cerned. In some quarters 
this has been interpreted as 
a reluctance of profession¬ 
al federal employees to 
consider themselves out- 
and-out unionists. 

If so, there was little sign 
of it Monday night from an 
audience that responded 
well to invitations and 
promises of support from 
the labor council’s Peter 
James (president) and 
Jack Groves (secretary), 
Dave MacIntyre, secretary 
of the labor federation, and 
Sylvia Porter, a mainstay 
in the labor council and 
chairperson of a 5,000- 
member Victoria local of 
the B.C. Government Em 
ployces' Union. 

The pep talk also includ 
ed Aileen Manion of Ot¬ 
tawa, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent of the 185.000-member 
PSAC. and Alice West, na¬ 
tional director for the union 
in B.C., the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. 

THOSE involved in the 
dispute are members of the 
PSAC’s clerical and regu¬ 
latory component, largest 
in the union. They have 
been trying to negotiate a 
contract for about seven 
months and are due to 
move within a week or so 
from the mediation to the 
conciliation stage. 

The one standing ovation 
of the night was reserved 
for fiery little Sylvia Por¬ 
ter who said the treasury 
board probably doubted a 
lot of “nice” women would 
strike, but that it might be 
in for a surprise. 

What the board was fac¬ 
ing was a group made up 
mostly of women who knew 
they weren’t just holding 
their jobs “until some 
Prince Charming comes 
along and whisks you to a 
rose-covered cottage out at 
Sooke. 

"Because you know that 
rose-covered cottage takes 
two incomes.” 

Porter likened her work 
for the B.C. government to 
that of the federal women 
she faced, but said the only 
real difference was the 
higher pay of the provincial 
employees. 

And while the federal 
union representatives sat 
on the platform listening, 
she said the reason for this 
was the "power, strength 
and solidarity of the British 
Columbia Government 
Employees’ Union." 

However, she said the 
time seemed to have ar¬ 
rived for the same mili¬ 
tancy from the federal 
clerical workers. 

A FEDERAL clerk said 
afterward that the average 


pay in her component is 
$13,000 a year, possibly $4,- 
000 less than that of the 
provincial clerks. 

Alice West reminded the 
younger clerical workers 
they didn’t earn enough to 
think of owning a home. 
She urged them to affiliate 
with the labor council and 
federation and said that 
only through their mili¬ 
tancy would they ever 
break out of their women's 
“ghetto.” 

IN ANSWER to a ques¬ 
tion, Manion said: “If you 
withdraw the services of 
the C.R. (clerical and regu¬ 
latory component) across 
Canada the government 
will grind to a halt—it 
couldn't survive without 
the clerks." 

To another question, she 
said that if a strike did 
occur she would expect the 
government to act quickly 
to end it. 

To ignore a rcturn-to- 
work order, she told a ques¬ 
tioner, would be the wrong 
thing to do. 

“They (government) 
could make mincemeat out 
of you if you didn’t go 
back." 


Rec centre 
expansion 
goes to vote 

Sidney and North Saan¬ 
ich will hold referendums 
in November on a proposed 
$2,714,(H expansion of the 
Panorama Leisure Centre. 

Both councils voted Mon¬ 
day to ask the Capital Re¬ 
gion District to conduct the 
referendums. 

In other business. Cen¬ 
tral Saanich, North Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney passed mo¬ 
tions Monday affirming 
their desire to keep ob¬ 
stetrics at the Saanich Pen¬ 
insula Hospital. 

Councils criticized the 
Capital Region District's 
hospital planning commis¬ 
sion, a non-elected body, 
for not accepting a regional 
hospital board recommen¬ 
dation to retain obstetrics. 


All the 200 or so people 
crowded into Oak Bay se¬ 
nior citizens’ centre Mon¬ 
day night agreed on one 
thing—it’s time to clean up 
the beaches. 

Victoria Aid. Robert 
Wright, chairman of the 
Capital Region Board's 
south coast sewer commit¬ 
tee, probably summed it up 
toward the end of a 214- 
hour meeting when he said: 
“If I had $60 million and a 
button to press to solve this 
thing, I’d press it right 
now. 

"But I’m sure we'll be 
back talking about it in 
1982,1983 and 1984." 

Wright held out little 
hope that the fight by the 
Victoria Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee on Sewerage tvould pre¬ 
vent a new outfall being 
constructed in Kitty Bay, 
just west of the existing one 
at McMicking Point. 

Wright pointed out that 
the region board had "con¬ 
sultants consulting consul¬ 
tants” on a long-term plan 
to dean up Greater Vic¬ 
toria’s sewage problem, 
and he trusted their judg¬ 
ment that the new Kitty 
Bay outfall was a neces¬ 
sary component. 

Tenders on the 750-foot 
outfall, estimated to cost 
more than $2 million, close 
July 28, “and we'll take 
another look at it then," he 
told those present. 

Ray Lc Nouri, consultant 
to the region on sewers, 
said the outfall was de¬ 
signed not only as an in¬ 
terim solution to clean up 
the shoreline in the Shoal 
Bay area, but as a perma¬ 
nent outfall to replace the 
existing one at McMicking. 

He disagreed with Fay 
Pcttapiece, a prime mover 
in the Ad Hoc Committee, 
over back eddies in Kitty 
Bay. 


Pcttapiece said surface 
flows clearly indicated a 
back eddy from the point 
where the outfall would 
discharge ended right in 
Kitty Bay, but Le Nouri 
said dye tests and tests 
made with tickets, which 
floated to the surface, were 
started at the proposed dis¬ 
charge point 60 feet under¬ 
water. 

According to Le Nouri, 
prevailing winds and tides 
would take (he discharged 
raw sewage either north 
east or southwest of the 
outfall point. 

He did not answer Petta- 
piece’s arguments that the 
outfall would contravene 
Pollution Control Board ob¬ 
jectives by discharging two 
to three million gallons a 
day into Enterprise Chan 
nel when the depth and flow 
would permit only 100,000 
to 500,000 gallons a day. 

Neither did he nor Wright 
comment on her argument 
that the coliform count in 
Kitty Inlet would rise to 
2,500 to 5.000 per 100 milli¬ 
litres when the maximum 
permitted is 1,000 per 100 
millilitres. 

Pcttapiece, of 607 Beach, 
illustrated her talk with 
slides showing pollution 
and a jar of human feces. 

She was by supported in 
her opposition to tile outfall 
by Dr. Romeo Sanglap, 613 
Beach, who listed many 
diseases that could be con¬ 
tracted front raw sewage. 

A second interest 
group—those who don't 
want a pumping station in 
south Oak Bay to move the 
sewage to Clover Point— 
was present but did not 
speak, except to protest 
when one speaker tried to 
conduct a straw vote on 
whether they supported the 
outfall. 


Wharf centre meeting 
to stress time factor 


Election 
outlay 
curb lost 


A bylaw which would 
have limited election 
spending was defeated in a 
5-4 vote by Saanich council 
Monday. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier 
voted with aldermen Geof¬ 
frey Vantrcight, Edward 
Lum, Mary Casilio and 
Sandy Noel to defeat the 
motion supported by alder¬ 
men Robert Cameron, 
Irene Block, John Mika and 
Howard Sturrock. 

The bylaw set a $5,000 
limit on campaign ex¬ 
penses by mayoral candi¬ 
dates and $2,500 by alder- 
manic candidates. 

Candidates would also 
have been required to list 
all contributions exceeding 
$ 100 . 

A bylaw adopted by 
council in April requires 
full disclosure of campaign 
contributions. 

Sturrock said he support¬ 
ed the bylaw, modelled 
after the federal election 
expenses document, be¬ 
cause “it’s high time such 
legislation was incorporat¬ 
ed into the municipal 
field.” 

Block said that "to sit as 
a representative of one’s 
peers shouldn't carry the 
requisite of being rich.” 

However, Couvelier said 
he was opposed because 
disclosure was an impor¬ 
tant element to the public 
“and we have a disclosure 
bylaw.”

Victoria Mayor William Tindall will 
meet with Finance Minister Hugh Curtis 
this week to discuss the future of the 
proposed Wharf Street convention 
centre... 

In an interview Monday, Tindall said it 
had become a matter of increasing con¬ 
cern to him that the provincial govern¬ 
ment, or the minister, has had second 
thoughts on the project’s waterfront loca¬ 
tion. 

“It's extremely important that the min¬ 
ister be made aware of the time element. 
If we are to go ahead with the convention 
centre, it’s critical that we begin con¬ 
struction in the next six weeks," Tindall 
said. 

He wants to reassure Curtis that, in his 
opinion, opposition to the location of 
the convention centre at the Wharf Street 
site had lessened. 

Hardly anyone, he said, was opposed to 
a convention centre as such and some 
former opponents of the Wharf Street 
location were now more concerned with 
getting the best-possible design, rather 
than scuttling the project. 

And the design, he added, would be 
important because the property was 
“very sensitive.” Objections to the block¬ 
ing of views, he said, could be overcome. 

“It would be impossible to keep the 
whole area open, but there would be 
enough open space not to block the entire 
view of the water and the hills beyond, 
he said. 

The mayor added that despite Curtis’ 
silence on the project, there was no indi¬ 
cation that he would pull the plug on it. 

Curtis is chairman of the Provincial 
Capital Commission which is in charge 
of the project.; 

The minister has been reviewing plans 
for the convention centre for several 
weeks now and the only response to ques¬ 
tions has been that an announcement 
would be made soon. 

The provincial government is to con¬ 
tribute $8 million to the project. The 
city would build a parkade and finance 
half of the centre’s operating deficit 
to a maximum of $200,000 a year in 1980 
dollars. 

The mayor’s position on the convention 
centre remains unchanged. 

"Without prejudging the outcome of the 
next public hearing, I feel strongly that 
the proposed use is the best use for that 
property,” he said.

"Aside from turning it into a park, there 
has been no other reasonable proposal for 
the use of that land." he added. 

By building a convention centre, Vic¬ 
toria would extend its tourist season and 
by building it at the Inner Harbor, il 
would breathe new life into Old Town, the 
mayor said. 

Meanwhile, Aid. Robin Bleneoe has 
written a letter to Curtis urging the minis- 
ter'to consult major hotel chains on the 
possibility of combining a convention 
centre operation with a hotel. 

"lam informed that other centres have 
found significant advantages to combin 
ing their facilities with those of major 
hotels. This avoids costly duplication uj 
capital facilities, especially kitchen 
equipment," Bleneoe says in his letter. 

The Wharf Street site, he says, is too 
isolated from all existing major hotels. 

A public hearing on the rezoning which 
is to make public buildings, including 
convention centres, a legal use in the 
Inner Harbor, will be held later this 
month. 

It’s the second public hearing in con¬ 
nection with the convention centre re¬ 
zoning. The bylaw approved after the first 
hearing was declared invalid recently by 
a B.C. Supreme Court judge because the 
city hadn't used proper notification pro 
cedures. 

City council decided to appeal the ruling 
and, at the same time, start the rezoning 
process over again.
